Sudden Death of Miss Katherine 
Bayard at Her Home in Wash- 
ington Yesterday. 


Heart-Disease Supposed to Have Been 
the Cause—A Characteristic An- 
ecdote.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—({ Special. |—The 
sudden death of Miss Katherine Bayard, the 
eldest Caughter of the Secretary of State, at 
her home this afternoon, was a great shock 
and surprise to every one in Washtgton. Miss 
Bayard, while never a robust-lookizgs young 
lady, was of that nervous type which seems 80 
often to possess more strength than does a per- 
son of a larger build. She was tall in frame, 
but very slight in figure, She was a pro- 
nounced blonde, with almost no color in her 
cheeks. Her features were not regular, 
and she did not have what is ordi- 
narily called a handsome face, but 
ber marner was graceful and she moved with 
so much ease and distinction that she was ak 
ways a noticeable figure. 

Miss Bayard was found dead in ber bed this 


afternoon about 2 o’ciock by her sister, who | 


went to call her. It seems that since the sea. 
son began Miss Bayard has been up so law 
every night that she has been in the habit of 
sleeping until about 2 o'clock in the after 
noon, as it was absolutely necessary that 
she should get her regular sleep after 
the labor of all the dutees that she 
bed to perform. This afternoon her 
sister went at the usual time to call her, and 
on knocking at the door and receiving no an- 
swer entered the room and found her sister 
still in bed and apparently unconscious. She 
put ber band on ber and found that ber body 
was almost cold. She immediately called the 
family and a physician was seut for. When 
be arrived he said she had probably been dead 
for two or three hours. It is supposed that 
heart-disease was the cause of ger death. 

Miss Bayard was in her 20th year, bav- 
ing recentiy passed ber 28th birthday. She 
bad always been the housekeeper at her 
father’s house., and had almost the entire 
charge of her younger brothers and sisters. 
Mrs. Bayard bas been so much of an invald 
that it has been impossible for ber to look 
after her household affairs, Miss Bayard had 
great business and executive ability, and bad 
apparently absorbed most of the energy and de-

A MOB’S VENGEANCE. 


IT IS DIRECTED TOWARDS TWO NEGROBS, 
BOTH OF WHOM ESCAPE FROM THE 
CLUTCHES OF THE VIGILANTES. 
Vincennes, lud., Jan. 16.—[Special.|—Epps, 

the negro who murdered Farmer Dobson and 

attempted to kill his wife, was landed in jail 
bere at 6 o'clock last evening by Sheriff 

Quilien of Greene County. Rumors were rife 

that the Greene County Vigilance Committee 

was close on the track of the murderer, and all 
night long watch was kept. At3o'clock this 
morning a mob -appeared in the vicinity 
of the jail, the members of which 
wore white handkerchief over their faces. The 
mob stationed men at each of the street cor- 
ners, while the remainder of the gang ap- 
proached the front door of the Sheriff's res! 
and asked for Sheriff Seddelmeyer. The 

got up and asked who was there. The 

leader of the mob said: ‘We are your friends 
and want to get in. We want that nigger who 
murdered Dobson, and if you won't give him 
to us we will break down the jail.” 

The Sheriff refused to give him up and the mob 

commenced to batter the door, and in a few 

momente knocked it into kindling wood. The 
mob then went into the jail and tried to batter 
down the iron doors of the ceils, but were very 
far from successtul. They tried to find the 
keys, but Mr. Saddiemeyer had placed them in 
safety, and after half an hour's arguing of the 
question the mob quietly dispersed, saying 
they would surely come again. The Sheriff 
said the leader of the gang, a big, burly 
fellow, grabbea him when they burst open 
the door and beld him like a vise. The mob 
were ali exceedingly cool and determined and 
Se wut very hule noise. The only difficulty 
wae homed tobe a lack of numbers. Where the 
mob came from is not known. It seems almost 
bie that the Greene County mob reached 
here. Apother attack = feared. Epps was 
very much frightened ana prayed constantly, 
though he said de was not afraid to die.

A Most Romantic and Remarkable 


bie to The Tribune.|—A romantic kidoaping 
case now being tried at Arnbem has stirred up 
the sluggish depths of The Hague society. 
Mrs. Bulkley-Becku who, with ber friend 
Miss Schimgemann and Mysher Kloppers, 
figures as defendant in the case, was a teow 
years ago a shining somal light at The Hague. 
She is the widow of an English Professor. Her 
weaith and philanthrophy bad won for her the 
respect of everybody but her son-in-law. Mary, 
her Gaughter, on whom sue Goted, had mar- 
ried a Dutchman named Hock, residing 
Apeldoorn, near Utrecht. The match proved 
unbappy, and in 1882 Mrs. Heck died suddenly, 
under suspicious circumstances, leaving two 
enildren—Martinus and Henry William. The 
tongues of the Apeldoorn gossips wagged free- 
ly, especially when, soon after bis wife's death, 
Hock engaged a fascinating governess to keep 
house for him und to educate his children. 
Mrs. Becking was devotedly attached to ter 
grandchildren and bated their father, who 
beartily returned the hatred. He had often 
quarreled with her during Mrs. Hook's life- 
time, because, be said, she spoiled the boys. 
Hock affected to dislike the coddling system, 
and sont little Henry toa board ing-school, while 
he let you Martinus run wild in the gatter. 
Remembering her daughter's fate, Mrs. Beck- 
ing trembled for the cbiidren, and one day, 
yielding to an uncontrollable impulse, 
fetched Henry from school and carried him 
off to England to a clergyman. But 
the father discovered the boy's retreat 
and took him back to Holland, hotly pursued 
by bis mother-indaw. After that, wherever 
the children were sent Mrs. Becking follewed, 
watching for an opportunity to snatch them 
trom the clutches of their dreaded parent. At 
last this idea became so fixed in her mind that 
she could not rest. With the assistance of a 
Miss Scblingemann and one Kloppers she 
batched a desperate scheme for kidnaping the 
children. Miss Schlingemann and Kloppers 
came to London and hired a steam-yacht, the 
Cecile, for £500 a month. They provisioned 
the vessel for a cruise of several weeks and 
laid in a store of tors, books, and 
cakes. Then they to Ams 
sterdam, ordermg the yacht to Ymuiden. 
In Amsterdam Kloppers engaged eight men, 
telling them they wanted to carry off a danger- 
ous maniac, but the police overbeard the party 
discussing their plans in the street. Hock 
was warped, and when the conspirators, armed 
with sticks ana knives, and guided by Mrs. 
Becking and Miss Schlingemann, attempted to 
force their way into his house at Apeldoorn 
one night they found the doors barricaded 
and police waitmg, and, after a flerce struggle, 
bad to lee. Mrs. Becking, Miss Scbiingemann, 
and Kloppers watched the fight from a 
carriage, and when they saw the 
game was up they drove post-baste 
to Arnhem, where they were arrested. The 
Hague has been in a ferment of excitement 
ever since the trial began. Public sympathy 
is all with the prisoners. Mrs, Bulkiey-Beck- 
ing made no attempt to deny the charge, but 
pleaded her conduct was only technically 
criminal. “Before Heaven.“ ehe exciaimed,

THE DEAD AND THE DYING. 

Joseph Maas, the tenor opera singer, is dead. 

[Joseph Maas was born at Dartford, Kent, En- 
gland, the 30th of January, 1549. As a child he 
possessed a remarkably high soprano voice, and 
his musical education was begun at the age of 8 
years under the instruction of the late Mr. J. L. 

ins, at that time organist of the Rochester 
Ca ral. He sang iu the choir of the cathedral 
until he was 16. He afterwards held an appoint- 
ment from the War Office «as clerk in the pay de- 
partment of the First Depot Battalion at Chat- 
ham, which appointment he resigned in 1869 for 
the sake of prosecuting his musical studies. He 
remained some time im Italy, and studied vocalism 
under Sig. Gievianni Corsi, the celebrated baritone 
of La Scala, Milan. His first appearance in Eu- 
giand after his return from Italy took place at one 
of Mr. Leslie's concerts at St. James’ Hall, 
Feb. 9, 1871. He acted as substitute for Mr. Sims 
Reeves (who was suddenly tndisposed) and made 
a great success. He was soon afterward engaged 
by Mr. Dion Boucicault for the part of Babil in 
“ Babil and Bijou.“ at Covent Garden Theatre, and 
immediately after the termination of the 
season he was engaged as principal tenor of the 
Kellogg Boglish opera company in America, con- 
tinuing with them four seasons. He made his Cbi- 
cago debut as Lionel in Martha at Hooley’s 
Theatre Dec. 2, 1873. He returned to England in 
the spring of 1878, and was immediately engaged to 
take the chief tenor part, Gontian de l’Aucre, in 
Ignaz Brull’s opera, The Golden Cross.” His 
latest triumphs were in Wagger's opera at Drury 
Lane, for the tenor parts of which be received the 
valued training of Herr Richter. }

CRIME RUN MAD IN FRANCE. 

The last week has been a terrible one for 
crime in France, and especially for murder. 
Think of no less than five assasinations report- 
ed from Oorsiea and the south of France in ad- 
dition to three in Paris. Now a later instance 
comes from Havre—a man tbrottied his mis- 
tress at 10 in the evening, put the body back 
into bed, and sept until 9 the next morning by 
the side of the corpse. 

An extraordinary attempt at assasination on 
a railway. carriage, between Lyons and Paris, 
is also reported. M. Letelſter,. a Deputy from 
Algiers, was attacked by a well-dressed 
stranger, armed with a sword-cane. No one 
else was in the compartment. M. Letellier 
jumped at his assailant and maffaged to grasp 
the blade of bis sword, the would-be assasin 
boidiug the handle. In the struggle they got 
so exhausted that neither dared move, lest he 
should expose himseif to the mercy of the 
other. The result was a deadlock almost as 
effectual as that in the Chamber of Deputies. 
The aseasin and victim glared motioniegs at 
each other like chiens de falence until the 
train reached the station. when the gendarme 
took the robber into custody. 


THE VIENNA JEWELRY ROBBERY. 

The police of Vienna believe they have at 
last discovered a clew which may lead to the 
arrest of the burgiars who lately pillaged the 
shop of a court jeweler in the Graben. A few 
days agoa woman named Lamp] was found 
murdered in Buda-Pesth, the murderers hav- 
ing ransacked the victim's bureau. The crime 
was at first supposed to bea mere incident in 
a burgiary. On inquiry being made, however, 
it was discovered that Lampl bad been the 
mistress of a desperado named Schoenberg, 
now in jail, and a friend of a gang of thieves 
who left Pesth shortly after the Vienna rob- 
bery. After the Graben affair Lampl, who it 
M had been refused a snare of the 
plunder, bad written to the Pesth police givine 
minute descriptions of the burgiars. Her 
murder is attributed to veageance, and her 
assasins are supposed to be the Graben rob- 
bers.

THE CHICAGO ASTRONOMICAL SOCIETY. 

A final decree was entered yesterday before 
Judge Blodgett in the case of the Astronomical 
Society of Chicago against the Union Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company, Which was rd and 
decided some time ago. The dwcree. finds that 
the society is entitled to and owner of the t 
equatorial telescope, including the Stone 
pedestal on Which it rests and the rotating 
dome and circular tracks, to 
the meridian circle and the app 
ances and appurtenances, includmg the 
frame building in which it is placed, and to 
the persona! property belonging to the society 
in the tower. The tower and the land on 
which it stands and the ground on which the 
meridian circle stands are the property of the 
university, covered by the mortgage, pass 
to the purchaser at the foreciosure sale. If 
the premises are not redeemed within nin 
days after the transfer of the Master's 
then the Astronomical Society may have the 
right to remove its property as above stated at 
its own expense. If the university is redeemed, 
then the telescope, etc., may be left where 
they are on the same terms as before. 


A LAUDABLE WAY OF SETTLING LAWSUITS. 
The crop of lawsuits springing Out of the 
controversy over the right of possession of the 
restaurant formerly kept by Philip and Wiil- 
jam Henrici in the Kingsbury Block, on Ran- 
dolph street, have at last been satisfactorily 
disposed of. It will be remembered that the 
Henricis brought two trespass suits against 
Kingsbury & Le Moyne, claiming damages 
for the iandlords’ intrusion. Oulr one of 
these sults Was trfed, and resulted in a verdict 
in favor of Henrici for $3,600, but a new trial 
was obtained, and not long ago the landiords’ 
suit, in covenant, wherein rent was claimed of 
the Henricis, was also tried, result in a ver- 
dict in favor of the landlords tor one cent. 
Thereupon the parties were brought togetwer, 
and it was arranged that the whole controversy 
be submitted to arbitramon, and Adolph 
Schoeninger, J. C. Olsen, and Joshua Seaverns 
were selected as arbitrators. They, after due 
hearing and deliberation, have lately made ah 
award in favor of Philip Henrici for $1,500. 


DURESS OF IMPRISONMENT.

Some Conjectures as to the Candidates 
for Aldermanic Honors—Van Pelt 
on Judd. 


The New Election Law The Mayoralty 
Contest at a Standstill—Ward 


Meetings. 


Although it is nearly three months before 
the spring election the Aldermanic and town 
candidates are beginning to appear in the field. 
The Democratic ones are not as “fresh” as 
usual, They are waiting for the Supreme 
Court decision. On that depends the fate of 
many of the “perpetual” Aldermen and the 
candidacy of many of those Democrats who 
would like to become town officers. The Re- 
publicans are tar more pronounced so far. 
The Democrats will remain on the fence untii 
they ascertain whether the candidates shall go 
to the polls under the new or the old Election 
law. However, several Aldermanic and town 
candidates have already begun to appear. 

In the First Ward the Democratic candidate 
will probably be Billy Whelan, who seeks re- 
election. He bas the macbine well in hand. 
Tom McNally has been talked of, but Tom is 
for Billy. Frank Warren may be the Repub- 
lican candidate, though others, including Long 
John, inevitably, and Col. Haskell, have been 
talked of, Pat Sanders will be a candidate 
for reélection. He so announces, though there 
was no need for him to doso. If he “comes 
down” nicely the boys will not object. Mr. 
Sanders is accused by his compatriots of being 
niggardly. Perbaps he is. He will have to put 
up this time, however, if he wants smootn sail- 
ing. No such performance as “treating to 
beer” will be permitted. Col. Rockafeilow will 
probably be the Republican nominee, Under 
the new Election law he can win. 

It is understeod that Ald. Shorey will not 
seek reGlection from the Third Ward. The 
business-men who reside there are not ina 
hurry to name his successor. The Democrats 
have no chance. 

Ald. Clarke will probably be re@iected from 
the Fourth Ward. There will bea bitter fight 
in the Fifth Ward. Ald. Burke seeks reélec- 
tion, and his prospects are good. William J. 
O’Brien will dispute the Vemecratic nomina- 
tion with bim. Franz Kipley, a brother of 
Lieut. Kipley, is also spoken of. So is Charley 
Hillock, who ran against Burke two years ago. 
But the boys say Hillock is no good. He 
has no sand in him.“ The Democratic fight 
will de between Burke and O'Brien, with the 
chances in favor of the former. The Repub- 
licans migbt win in this ward with some such 
candidate as Nicholas Murphy, C. R. Piper, 
David Shanaban, or Heary Stuckart but for 
the blighting influence of Chris Mamer’s man 
Kent.on the Republican party there. Kent 
wants to nominate the candidate and print Ke 
publican tickets bearing his opponent's name 
as he did last spring. 

Ed Cullerton will, of course, run again in the 
Sixth Ward. The Republicans of the ward 
might give him a stiff battle if they were 
united. But they are notasyet. Frank Fucik 
is the only person mentioned who would make 
a decent showing against him, but he wants to 
be West Town Collector or Supervisor. 

Hildreth will have atough fight in the Sev- 
enth Ward should he be a candidate for Alder- 
man. He wants to succeed Ruger as Senator, 
and may not run in the spring and risk defeat. 
Kirk Eastman and James Monahan are talked 
of as Republican candidates. W. M. Jones is 
talked of as a young Democratic candidate. 

For Lawler's shoes there are three active 
candidates on the Democratic side, two of 
them saloonkeepers—Joha Powers and James 
McCann. The latter isa relative of Lawler. 
Lawrence Buckley, an expressman, connected 
with several Irish organizations, is also a can- 
didate. But itis objected to him that he bas 
not lived three months in the ward, though he 
is a Deputy Necuon Commissioner, and, more- 
over, be 1s not from Limerick. The old beads’’ 
over there say they will pick out their 
man this time and elect him. They favor 
Tuomas Keating, a contractor. There will be 
at least half a dozen Democratic candidates in 
the ward, and if the Republican managers 
there were weill organized they could elect 
their nominee. 

Ald. Gaynor will be a candidate for re- 
election on the Democratic side. Under the 
new Election law be might be beaten. The Re- 
publicans will not try hard to do so, however, 
it is feared. 

Charles Burlingame, a contractor, will con- 
test the Tenth Ward with Ald. MoNurney. 
Burlingame is said to be an able man, and with 
a fair vote he can probabiy beat the Demo- 
oratic candidate. 

Ald. Bond will not consent to re@lection from 
the Eleventh Ward. D. J. Avery, a well-known 
lawyer, W. 8. Johnson Jr., and A. J. Stone are 
spoken of as bis successor. Avery will prob- 
ably be the winner. 

No opposition of any account will be offered 
to Ald. Campbell in the Twelfth Ward. Camp- 
bell is the Republican Oullerton. He is the 
leader of his party in the Council, and at the 
game time attends closely to the interests of 
the Twelfth Ward. 

Dalton, it is claimed. will not be re@lected in 
the Thirteenth Ward, though he will seek re- 
election. He has not been a success as a re- 
former. Ex-Ald. Brady and Dr. A. W. Gray 
will seek to succeed him. Other candidates as 
acceptable will appear before election-day. 

Ald. Ryan will be the Democratic candidate 
in the Fourteenth Ward. He wil be supported 
by a faction of the Republicans. Jerry Sulli- 
van is spoken of as the yotng Democratic 
candidate and D. W. Ryan, a Union veteran 
and business-man, is mentioned as a probable 
Republican candidate. . 

Ald. Young will probably be reélected in the 
Fifteenth Ward, No opponent has developed 
as yet. 

Henry Severin may get back from the Six- 
teenth, but not without a contest. His oppo- 
nent has not yet materialized. 

Ald, Sweeney will be a candidate for reéleo- 
tion in the Seventh on the County Mayo issue. 
But John F. O'Malley thinks he is as good a 
Mayo man as Sweeney. Walter Gibbons will 
be the young Democratic candidate. If he re- 
ceives the Republican indorsement, which is 
probable, be can beat the Sweeneys and 0’ Mal- 
leys. That would be a biessing to the Seven- 
teenth Ward and Chicago. Gibbons is likely to 
be Sweeney's successor. 

Maj. John Murphy, of Stafford & Murphy, 
and several other Kepublicans are mentioned 
as Republican candidates against Ald. Noyes. 
The latter will be the Democratic candidate. 
Between himself and Murphy the fight wouid 
be close and interesting. 

The Town candidates are briskly figuring. It 
is almost conceded now that W. H. Gleason, 
the present South Tewn Collector, will be the 
Republican nominee for Assessor.

~~ TOWN OF LAKE DISTRICTS. 

The districting of the Town of Lake has been 
nearly finished by Deputy Election Commis- 
sioner Russell. As far as practicable he has 
used the school district lines as Doundaries or 
included them in the precincts. In some cases, 
however, this creates districts of such length 
as to be a very great inconvenience to the 
voters. There is some doubt as to the neces 
sity or propriety of considering the school dis- 
trict boundaries in laying out the precincts. 
The school elections do not occur at the same 
time as the town and county elections, and, 
therefore, would not interfere with them. 
Furthermore, the old law provides that the 
school directors shall be judges at the 
school elections and that but one 
polling-place sball be used in every 
school district. Commissioner Corkery, who 
bas paia particular attention to the Town of 
Lake, is in doubt whether the new Nection law 
supersedes the old law in regard to school 
elections, as nothing is said about such elec- 
tions in the new law. and it is also uncertain if 
the Election Commission bas authority to con- 
trol the schoo! election and appoint their own 
judges when the old law provides that the d. 
rectors shall be judges ex-officio. Mr. Pence, 
who drafted the new law, bas once before said 
that the school district lines must be taken 
into consideration in drawing precinct boun- 
daries. But the commission wants a full ex-

THE TELEPHONE MONOPOLY. 

If the President will not interfere again 
and the recommendations of Secretary Lamar 
are acted upon vigorously by the Devartment 
of Justice, there is a prospect ot speedy re- 
lief from the exactions of the Bell monopoly. 
Some good lawyers hold that other com- 
panies are already free to enter into competi- 
tion with the Bell, as the courts would in all 
probability refuse to issue injunctions in 
favor of the monopoly when its patent was 
being attacked by the Government. It seems 
to be the rule that injunctions will issue 
only when there is no doubt as to the validity 
of the patent; but in the case of the telephone 
the Interior Department, which originally 
gave the Bell Company its monopoly, now 
questions the justice of that action and de- 
mands an investigation by the courts, The 
doubt raised as to the Bell patent is of a 
grave and far-reaching character, and in 
view of it there is great uncertainty whether 
any court would restrain other companies 
while the Government suit was pending. 

Of course, if the Bell Company should be 
sustained all rivals entering into competition 
with it would be liable in damages. The 
vontmgencies, however, are all in favor of 
the outside companies, and there is strong 
reason to believe that the evidence which 
proved so convincing to Secretary Lamar will 
be equally successful in court. Has the Bell 
Company any new or further defense to 
make? It is said to have expended $50,000 
in lawyers’ fees in the course of the recent 
investigation, and it certainly had every in- 
ducement to put forth its full strength and 
defeat the opposition before it gained such 
formidable headway. ‘The probability is that 
the Bell Company exhausted its strength in 
the hearing before the Interior Department 
and will be no more successful in the courts. 
It would not require a great amount of hard- 
ihood for other companies to take the risk 
and enter into competition with the monopo- 
ly at once. 

The assertion of the Bell people that all 
previous cases have been decided in their 
favor has no bearing on the present proceed- 
ing. The Bell Company has amused itself 
in the courts setting up straw men to knock 
them over, and the rulings in its favor were 
obtained in unfair, fraudulent, and collusive 
cases. In dealing with the Government the 
Bell Company will not be able to induce the 
plaintiff to give the case away, nor can the 
litigation be tied up until the patent has ex- 
pired. On the request of the Department of 
Justice the Government suit can be put at 
the head of the dockets and passed rapidly 
through the courts. A final ruling ought to 
be obtained within twelve months. A de- 
cision against the Bell Company will not 
necessarily drive the monopoly out of busi- 
ness, but it will have to compete for public 
patronage in a fair field and without favors. 
No company or inventor should have a mo- 
nopoly of the art of telephonic communica- 
tion, but only a patent on particular instru- 
ments. In the degree that the Government 
suit promises free competition between tele- 
phone companies it is a matter for public 


congratulation. 


HARRISON’S *“* HORN-BLOWING.”’ 

Mayor Harrison, as might be expected, 
makes the selection of Mr. Cregier for Zu- 
perintendent of the West Division Railway 
Company the occasion for sounding his own 
praises. He feels ‘‘ complimented” at the 
selection. He takes it as an indorse- 
ment” of his course. It proves that he 
** surrounded himself with good men,” and 
that the newspapers have abused him un- 
justly.” The newspapers and the public 
have found no fault with the good men 
with whom Mr. Harrison has surrounded 
himself, and they have not criticised either 
Doyle or Cregier unjustly. They have 
accorded to them full credit for their 
good intentions and for any good 
work they may have done. There 
is little doubt that most of them would 
have done much better work had they not 
been hampered by “hizzopor.” He alone 
has been held responsible for the wrong- 
doing, and justly so. He has not permitted 
his heads of departments to have their own 
way. He has assumed control and manage- 
ment of nearly every department except one 
or two. He has insisted on making the sub- 
ordinate appointments. A patrolman, a 
fireman, or a health inspector could not be 
appointed without his being consulted. And 
when the appointments were made the po- 
litical interests of Mr, Harrison were sub- 
served and not the public good. 
In his interview concerning Mr. Cre 
gier’s appointment he tacitly admits 


has been so demoralized that in some dis- 
triets the officers are a terror to decent peo- 
ple and in others appear to be notoriously 
hand-in-glove with law-breakers. The 
city ordinances are not enforced and 
the city revenues are not honestly 
collected and accounted for. Mr. Harrison 
speaks of Mr. Doyle as the best Superintend- 
ent of Police in America. Yet it was while 
Mr. Doyle was head of the Police Depart- 
ment that it was turned into a political ma- 
chine, that ballot-box stuffing, repeating, and 
personation were reduced to the science 
known as fine work.” Citizens were mal- 
treated at the polls or prevented from voting 
last spring, affidavits were stolen, and whole- 
sale, unblushing fraud was committed under 
the very eyes of the policemen then ruled by 
this model Superintendent of . Police—or, 
rather, to be fair to Mr. Doyle, by Mr. Har- 
rison himself. When ‘‘hizzoner” begins to 
trumpet his praises and boasts of the good 
men whom he has appointed he must expect 
that the people shall recall the fact that he 
has not permitted them to render that effi- 
cient public service of which they have been 
capable, because in doing that they might in- 
terfere with his political schemes and his 
personal ambition. 


THE SOCIALISTIC SENSATION, 

The New York papers are filled with long 
and blood-curdling narratives, prefaced with 
sensational headlines, setting forth that the 
people of Chicago are in a panic over the dis- 
covery of a Socialistic conspiracy to destroy 
the city. The most graphic details are given. 
We are told that there are thousands of dyna- 
miters here armed with bombs and as many 
more Socialists armed with rifles, and that 
at a concerted signal they propose to take 
possession of certain localities, which they 
will strongly fortify, and thenee sally forth 
on errands of murder, incendiarism, explo- 
sion, and pillage. ‘The silly story goes on to 
state that the citizens are in a panic, being 
unprepared to meet these terrible hordes, 
and that it is only a question of time how soon 
the work of devastation will begin. The 
New York papers greedily swallow the yarn 
and commiserate us upon our forlorn condi- 
tion, but express the cheerful hope that al- 
though Chicago is not a very well organized 
city she will probably be able eventually to 
defeat the Anarchists and save the most of 
her property. 

This idiotic story, which the New York 
papers have swallowed with so much avidity, 
was originally acheap sensation, without the 
slightest foundation in fact, printed here and 
then sent broadcast by an injudicious Associ- 
ated Press reporter, who should have known 
better than to be imposed upon by such a 
manifest cock-and-bull yarn. Its publication 
was an outrage upon the honest workingmen 
of the city, and its natural effect would be to 
injure the city were its preposterousness not 
manifest in every line. There are Socialists 
here and dynamiters here, as there are in 
New York and other cities, though the pro- 
portion of dynamiters to Socialists is too 
ridiculously small to be worth public notice. 
The Socialists meet every Sunday and indulge 
in a good deal of brag and bluster, to 
which no one pays any attention, and 
when Monday comes they go about their 
business as usual, and they will continue 
to follow this program without interference 
so long as they confine themselves to speech. 
It relieves them and hurts no one else. 
There is no panic here and no one is alarmed. 
The only persons who have yet manifested 
any fright appear to be the editors of the New 
York papers. Let them possess their souls 
in patience and allay their fears. Chicago 
is not going to be blown up or burned up, at 
least by dynamiters, nor are her citizens go- 
ing to be murdered; and it is totally unneces- 
sary for them to waste their space in trying 
to rouse Chicago to the sense of a danger 
which exists only in their imagination. Her 
people are going quietly on their way, at- 
tending to business as usual, without any ap- 
prehensions of being murdered, or finding 
their stores sacked or their houses burned, 
and she herself still remains not only the 
favorit summer but a growing winter resort, 


| BARON VON SCHAFFER’S JUST COM- 


PLAINT, 

The Washington dispatches show there is 
still another item to add to the chapter of 
Bayard’s blunders in the Keiley episode. 
Baron yon Schaffer, late Austrian Minister, 
says that in forty years’ experience in public 
and diplomatic life he never knew such a 
deviation from usage and propriety as Bayard 
made in publishing a dispatch shown to him 
in strict confidence. This was the message 
stating that as Keiley had wedded a Jewess 
by civil marriage her position in Viennese 
society would be unpleasant, or, as the trans- 
lated dispatch put it, ‘‘ untenable.” This 
occurred while the Austrian Government was 
endeavoring to dissuade Bayard from forcing 
an offensive individual into its court, and 
it was supposed that a suggestion of this 
character would be kept in confidence and 
might prevent an unfortunate public rupture 
between the two countries. It is to be par- 
ticularly noticed that the Austrian Govern- 
ment itself did not object to Keiley because 
of the race or religion of his wife, but sim- 
ply stated that there would be a prejudice 
against her in Viennese society which would 
make her social surroundings unpleasant. 
The Austrian Government could not do away 
with this prejudice or issue an order opening 
the drawing-rooms of Vienna to Mrs. Keiley. 
The best it could do was to explain the mat- 
ter in a confidential way, avoiding all pub- 
licity or comment that might be unpleasant 
to Keiley or his family, in the expectation 
that the Bourbon officehunter would have no 
desire to become Minister at a court where 
there was a race prejudice (however ignorant 
and disgraceful it might be) against his wife. 
Bayard took this confidential dispatch, in- 
corporated it in a message to Congress, and 
published it to all the world. 

John M. Francis, ex-United States Minis- 
ter to Austria, stated a short time ago that 
the objections of the Austrian Government to 
Keiley had nothing to do with the race of his 
wife. Mr. Francis was in a position to know’ 
the facts, and his statement was as emphatic 
as language could make it. Austria objected 
to the Ultramontane bigot on political 
grounds, and took the same position as Italy. 
The fact that there would be a prejudice 
against Mrs. Keiley in Viennese society was 
a purely social matter, with which the Gov- 
ernment as such had nothing to do, but it was 
naturally supposed that a confidential hint as 
to this difficulty would cause Keiley to forego 
all desire to become Minister at a place where 
his wife would not be politely welcomed. 
Baron von Schaffer stated the matter confi- 
dentially to Secretary Bayard, hoping the ap- 
pointment might be canceled without clamor 
or controversy and Keiley spared the effort 
to force himself into u position where he was 
not wanted. 

Bayard’s breach of confidence and his dem- 


‘agogical attempt to raise a race issue with 


Austria do not alter the fact that Keiley was 
glaringly unfit to represent this country at 
any foreign court. Italy and Austria micht 
object to him because he was a furious Ultra- 
montane bigot favoring priestly rule over the 
people in temporal affairs; and in the United 


States every loyal citizen was callea upon to 
denounce Keiley as the unfit representative 
of a country which he declaged was founded 
on “‘a gross and bloody usurpation.” Even if 
Bayard were able to justify his blunders, 
breaches of confidence, and in 
dealing with Austria, he could never satisfy 
the people that a State-sovereignty Secession- 
ist, still glorying in the doctrines of treason, 


is a fit representative of American national- | 


ity in any quarter of the globe. 


CUSTODY OF HUSBANDS. 

A recent decision made by a Police Justice 
in New York is calculated to hold out a 
glowing prospect of a better time coming to 
that large class of wives who are groaning 
under the tyranny of their husbands. It ap- 
pears that one Griswold, who had abandoned 
his wife without sufficient cause, was locked 
up recently in the Tombs because of his in- 
ability to give bonds to contribute $4 per 
week towards her support. After he was 
incarcerated, Mrs. Griswold thought the mat- 
ter over, and, not being a woman of Spartan 
firmness, the more she thought of Griswold 
in his confinement the more she softened, 
until at last she went to the Justice and 
begged that he might be released. The 
Justice, however, who had no sentiment in 
his composition, at first flatly refused to let 
him out. Mrs. Griswold pleaded with him, 
and he finally consented, with the following 
proviso: ‘*I will let your husband out, but 1 
will parole him in your charge. If he acts 
badly, you have only to surrender him to the 
first policeman you meet and he will be fe- 
turned to the Tombs.” 

This is probably the first case on record in 
this country where a husband has been placed 
under the absolute control of his wife, with 
power to lock him up at any moment, and, 
as it is the first, great interest will be 
aroused to know what Mrs. Griswold will 
do with him. As it isa test case, it is a 
thousand pities that Mrs. G. is soft and 
sentimental, which may enable the wretch 
to get around her and evade the terms 
of the parole. The situation seems to 
realize the very ideal of woman’s rights, and 
opens up an opportunity in the way of 
domestic discipline which must gall 
such an old campaigner as Miss Anthony, 
as she sees it in such incompetent 
hands. What would become of Griswold if 
his wife were a firm, capable, managing 
woman, with a head for business and first- 
class executive ability, we do not know, but 
we may at least assume that he would be- 
come as docile and tractable as a cart-horse or 
he would spend most of his time in the 
Tombs. The situation is one so novel and 
unprecedented, and so likely not to be im- 
proved to its fullest extent, as to warrant 
prompt action on the part of less fortunate 
but firmer ladies, now in thrall, and the shap- 
ing of a policy to be pursued by Mrs. Gris- 
wold. As she is liable not to make the 
most of her prisoner, she should be instruct- 
ed, so that he will be kept well up to the line 
ot his duty. 

It is needless to say that Mrs. Griswold will 
be an object of general envy on the part of 
her less fortunate sisters. There would be 
much less trouble in homes and much less 
scandal in the newspapers if all unreasonable 
husbands could be placed in the absolute cus- 
tody of their wives. There would be less 
temptation for husbands to be peripatetic at 
nicht if they knew when they came home 
they would be handed over to a policeman 
and taken to jail, to remain there at the pleas- 
ure of their wives, and they would not be 
likely to browse in forbidden pastures with 
such a penalty confronting them. The at- 
tendance at the lodge would be sensibly 
diminished and there would be fewer appoint- 
ments to meet a man. The troubles of shop- 
ping would also be mitigated, and if a wife 
desired a new garment now and then she 
would know hew to get it without going 
through a regular course of siege to 
obtain the money, and then having it 
given her grudgingly. Husbands on parole 
would be delighted to satisfy all the little de- 
mands of their wives, would remain at home, 
and would no longer air their superiority. It 
is probable now and then that some of the 
weaker vessels might administer their au- 
thority unwisely and with such severity that 
here and there abuses might exist, and there 
might even be cases where husbands would 
perish under the harsh treatment of their jail- 
ers; but as a rule the custody of husbands with 
unlimited power of imprisonment would be a 
good thing, and in the majority of cases they 
could be worked over into something very 
useful and handy to have about the house. 
It is a pity that Mrs. Griswold does not fully 
appreciate her opportunities, 


THE VILAL IRISH ISSUEZ. 

Capt. Finerty in a recent article in his 
paper, the Citizen, expresses a wish that Tar 
TRIBUNE might be as yigorous in advocating 
the doctrine of home rulé for Ireland as it 
has been in urging the necessity for Irish land- 
reform. The Captain would have us touch 
more nearly all that is aspiring and enthusi- 
astic in the Irish nature,” and leave the real, 
the vital, and the more material, if less 
poetic, economic question alone. In other 
words, hé would have us attend less to the 
business and more to the political phase of 
the Irish question. 

Tue Trisune’s concern is entirely with 
the practical. It has to deal with tacts in 
discussing the question, which is one of 
pounds and pence, of food and clothing, of 
hungry or full stomachs. Politicians and 
imaginative orators may think otherwise. 
Practical men have long ago come to the con- 
clusion that the real Irish question—the all- 
embracing one—is that of the ownership and 
tenancy of the land of Ireland by the Irish. 
The people of that country have been ground 
te pieces by landiordism. They still suffer 
from its tortures. They will never be satisfied, 
and ought not to be, until the incubus is re- 
moved. But for the assistance which the 
people have received from America they 
would have been crushed by it. But for the 
millions of American money sent annually 
to Ireland by Irish-Americans and their sym- 
pathizers the land lords would have almost 
depopulated the island. The question, 
therefore, has had for Tux Trisune its 
American and its Irish aspect. We are not 
nearly so much concerned in the talk about 
independence, which we believe to be well- 
nigh impossible, as in that which relates to 
the existence of its people and the deadly 
drain on the Irish on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic made by feudal landlordism. 

if Ireland had a home legislature this land 
question would stil] remain, and as long as 
landlordism exists and $60,000,000 an- 
nually is taken from the pockets of the pro- 
ducers and spent by the non-producers in 
Great Britain or on the Continent, it will 
remain the vital question. When this drain 
is stopped the Irisn legislative question can 
be easily settled. Mr. Parnell, when be as- 
sumed the Irish leadership, saw the real is- 
sue. He did not, like Butt, O'Connell, Shaw, 
and others who had preceded him, waste his 
time in trying to touch “the aspiring and en- 
thusiastic side of the Irish nature.” He ap- 
pealed to their reason and their circum- 
stances, not to their political sentiments. He 
marshaled the nation for the overthrow of 


landlordism. He and they have in part suc- 
ceeded. Landlordism is on its knees. It is 
not yet on its back. Until it is there Mr. 
Parnell should not and will not give up the 
struggle. The land question is still the 
vital issue of the day in Ireland. 
Mr. Parnell and his followers, the tenantry 
of Ireland, are on one side; the landlords are 
on the opposit side. The cablegrams from 
London and Dublin still treat of evictions and 
resistance thereto; of demands for exorbi- 
tant rent and strikes against it; of the boy- 
cotting of obnoxious landlords and land- 
grabbers. The first motion submitted at the 
first meeting of Mr. Parneli’s Parliamentary 
followers was in favor of introducing a bill 
in the British House of Commons to suspend 
the power of eviction temporarily. The best 
and most generous English friends of Ire- 
land—men like John Morley and Mr. Labou- 
chére, who are willing to grant Irish home 
rule—say that the land difficulty must be 
first disposed of. It is an ever-present issue; 
until it is settled any form of home rule that 
would be tendered to Ireland would be in- 
complete and useless. 

It is not wise to divert attention from this 
vitally important issue by appealing to 
political ambitions. The Irish are an almost 
purely agricultural people, because the island 
is practically destitute of coal, wood, and 
iron, which are the essentials to manufactur- 
ing. While Mr. Parnell and his men 
keep fighting against landlordism he will 
have the support of 95 per cent of 
the Irish and the full sympathy of Ameri- 
cans.. But if he shall lose sight of the econ- 
omic reforms demanded while pursuing the 
ignis fatuus of Irish political independence, 
he will array against him all Protestant 
Ulster and all Scotland and England, and he 
will freeze the sympathy of all but the im- 
placable Irish revolutionists in the United 
States. Precious little American money or 
interest will be wasted on a scheme for the 
dismemberment of Great Britain, and that is 
what the independence of Ireland would 
amount to. The possession of Ireland isa 
military and naval necessity to England. 
Ireland could not be surrendered without an 
abandonment by England of the advantages 
which she now enjoys by virtue of her com- 
parative isolation and the barriers which 
nature has interposed between her and the 
great military Powers of the Continent. 

Capt. Finerty himself should pot coun- 
tenance or encourage anything which would 
distract the attention of his people and their 
leaders from the main issue. Irish political 
movements have for centuries ended in dis- 
aster and brought greater woes to Ireland. 
The Land-League movement under Mr. Par- 
nell is the only one that has ever accom- 
plished anything of practical value to the 
people. It is succeeding because it is on 
practical lines and led by a capable, cool- 
headed, unsentimental man. If the energies 
of the Irish leaders are now divided between 
two causes—one economic and the other 
political—which have no necessary connec- 
tion or affiliation with each other, both will 
suffer, and neither will be followed to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.

Tne giving of signals by other than the elec- 
trio method has for some time past been under 
consideration by scientific persons both in the 
army and navy of the United States. A com- 
mittee has recently beep appointed, consisting 
of one from each branch of the service, to in- 
vestigate and report on the best pian for use 
on land and sea. It is stated that the commit- 
tee proposes to instruct a given numder of 
men in each of the different signals used by the 
Governments of the Old World, and then to 
find which is the best by subjecting them to 
a competitive examination. It has also been 
decided to institute experiments for the pur. 
pose of improving the heliographic signal 80 as 
to adapt it to longer ranges than are possible 
at present. It seems not unlikely that the de- 
sired result wiil be obtained by the use of some 
such apparatus as bas recently been devised 
by Lieut. Finley, which consists essentially of 
the exposure of one or two light flashes, as 
may be desired. The method now in use is 
substantially based on the Morse alfabet em- 
ployed in telegraphy. The équiveients of the 
long and the short dash are represented by a 
longer or shorter exposure of the flash of light 
from the mirror. But it is found that at long 
distances it becomes difficult to distinguish the 
one from the other, especially under unfavor- 
able atmospheric conditions, and this places a 
limit upon the method which it is expected to 
remove by the new apparatus. The two lights 
will be exposed simultaneously for the long 
signal, and only one for the dot. It is thought 
that very much less skill and training will be 
required for work under the sew system, ow- 
ing to the nearly complete elimination of the 
time intervals, while the distance at which the 
signals can be read will be vastly increased.

send to the poor in Ireland for Christmas gifts [and 
help them pay the rent] reached such a large 
amount that their issue was the chief cause of the 

Advance in sterling exchange before Christmas. 

Dr. Corrigan, Archbishop of New York, in the 
course of a recent interview, said that the amount 
of money sent to Ireland in these small crafts w 
enormous. He estimated that it aanually reach 

000,000. The answers given to inquiries made 
at the foreign banking houses, and also at the of- 
fees of the transatiantie steamer. lines drawing 
bills, confirm this estimate. Their offices have 
been thronged by Irish persons buying small 


These buyers, whatever may have been their 
character in Lretand, are generally industrious and 
thrifty workers here, with a strong affection for 
their poor relatives in Ireland. Vast numbers of 
these connections at home derive their chief sup- 
port from American remittances. With the gifts 
of money are also sent many prepaid west- bound 
steerage tickets, ihus bringing others to America. 

When to New York are added Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, Buffalo, Albany, San Francisco, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Cleveland, troit, Kansas City, 
Omaha, and other large cities baving numerous 
Irish populations, it is probable that $40,000.000 of 
American money is annually sent to Ireland. 
Many of the Irish pinch themselves of every 
spare dollar to send over these supplies to pay 
rent. Such remittances, taken in connection with 
the strong sentiments sent over with them, are, it 
is believed, the main source of support given to 
the Irish Nationalist party. 

These small remittances constitute a formidable 
factor in the exehanges. As the Germans and 
Scandinavians are also becoming large remitters 
of Christmas gitts of money—thoogh to a much 
less extent than the Irish—the enormous drain 
made on American resources [in paying Irish rents 
is causing some discussion among the publicists o 
this country.

The words accompanying the march, given 
later, on the Mikado’s entrance, are somewhat 
obscure to the average English reader, but are 
understood to mean that he is tolerably well 
satisfied with the Mikado and that he doesn't 
think much of the mugwumps any more.

Memphis, the Home of the Llewel- 
lyn Setter—The Memphis and 
Avent Eennels. 


Breeding and Methods of Training— 
The Choke-Collar and Whip Un- 
known. 


The Gladstone-Olip Strain—Paul Gladstone, 
Roderigo, Juno A, and Rebel Wind’ em 
in the Field. 


Mewrnis, Tenn., Jan. 16.—(Special Corre- 
spondence. Perhaps but few readers of THE 
Trreune are aware of the magnitude of the 
dog interests of America, and still fewer no 
doubt have beard that this place claims to be 
the great centre of the new industry or mania, 
But local pride of municipal self-conscious 
ness which is strongly developed in this half 
Southern, half Western town rises in gradual 
gradation from cotion warebouses, grain ele- 
vators, pretty girls, and the celebrated Chick- 
asaw Guards till it finds its topmost pinnacie, 
the very apex of its temple, in itsdogs. It is 
only within the last fifteen years that intelli- 
gent effort has been made to improve the breed 
of hunting dogs in America, and it is partly 
due to accident, partly to the advantages of 
its location, that Memphis has beaten, in 
fact even @istanced, all competitors in 
the breeding and development of the high- 
est type of all biru-doge, the setter. The se 
verity of the climate, the smallness ot the 
bunting- grounds, the low average of good days 
for shooting in the North, are among the 
causes which have tended to give the Southern 
dog decided advantage of the Northern. The 
location of Memphis, which offers a bappy 
medium between the extremes of winter and 
summer, bas given the Memphis dog-men the key 
to the situation, which they bave not been slow 
to improve. The object of this letter is to give a 
general idea of what has been done in this line 
and to describe some of the best methods pur- 
sued for the attainment of its present super: 
ority. There are still in some of the States de- 
cisions hold ing that dogs cannot be objects of 
larceny, either petty ot grand, having no 
value. There is a dog in Memphis for 
which the owner is said to have 
refused the handsome sum of $10,000. This is 
Giadstone, from whom many Memphians 
’ peligiously think the English statesman de- 
rived his name. Without intending to open 
any of the bleeding wounds given in the fierce 
warfare waged between the partisans of the 
native and the English setter. and also with a 
perverse disregard of the claims of tne Gordon 
and Irish breeds, I have no besitancy in say- 
ing that the English or Llewellyn is the finest 
strain of bird-<dog wow in existence, and that 
with the poscible exception of Mr. Llewellyn 
himself, the best kennel of Llewellyn setters in 
the world is to be found in Memphis. The be- 
ginping of this was the bringing of Gladstone 
to Memphis in 1876 when a mere puppy. He 
was given to Mr. P. H. Bryson, a prominent 
merchant uf this place, by Mr. L. H. Smith of 
Stratbroy, Canada. Mr. Smith in 1876 pur- 
chased in England Petrel when in whelp to 
Dan (both Llewellyn). Petrei gave birth to 
Giadstone. 

In order to understand what gives value to 
dogs it must be borne in mind that a pedigree 
is as necessary to a dog as to a race-horse. 
Any individual deg may make a brilliant rec 
ord. Even Gladstone, the grandest dog that 
ever ranged a field, might be equaled or even 
excelied by a dog that would not be worth 10 
per cent of his value. This would be on ac 
count of his not belonging to one of the pure 
strains; but the value of a dog of a pure strain 
is still further increased if he is a member of a 
winnimg strain. What this strain is will best 
be understood when itis said that there are 
only three dogs in the United States that have 
originated winning strains. 

THREE GREAT STRAINS. 

These three are Druid, owned by Mr. Arnold 
Burgess of Hillsdale, Mich.; Count Nobie, 
owned by the Sanborn Kennel of Dowling, 
Mich.; and Giadstone himself. Every dog of 
any notoriety in American (I speak only of the 
Lieweliyn breed) traces back his pedigree to 
one of the three, which in turn trace their own 
pedigree back to the Nibellungen era of the 
Liewliyn breed, or, in other words, about fifty 
years back. It is an accident that nearly all the 
descendants of these three dogs that have 
made brilliant records have been owned in or 
near M The most sought after of ail 
the winning strains is the celebrated Gladstone- 
Clip cross. Clip berself, also bred by Mr. L. H. 
Smith of Canada, was by Leicester, out of 
Dart—two lLiewellyns. The Gladstone-Clip 
cross produced Lizzie Hopkins, Twin Maude, 
and Peep o Day. Another winning strain was 
the Druid-Ruby cross, which produced Sue, 
Juno A.. Fiaxie, and Flounce. 

But there is still a minuter and more valued 
Gifferentiation than a winning strain, and this is 
a “nick.” A nick is where a member of 
one winping strain is crossed upon another 
winning strain, producmg in turn not merely 
one but several winners of exceptional brill- 
jancy. At the present time there are but two 
decidediy suecessful nicks in the United States. 
It is the good fortune of Memphis to bold the 
key, as it were, to both of these, and from 
them have come more than four-fifths of all 
the successful competitors tor first place on 
the bench and in the field since 1880. 
The first nick is the Cross of 
Count Noble on the Gladstone-Clip strain 
and the second is the cross of Gladstone him- 
selfon the Druid-Ruby strain. From Count 
Nobile and Peep o' Day (Gladstone-Clip) came 

J., a winner on the bench ana in the 
fieid, and Gath, by many considered the most 
phenomenal dog of bis day. From Count Nobile 
and Twin Maude, a sister of Peep o’ Day (Giad- 
stone-Clip), came Roderigo, the sensation of 
1885, and Haydee, his litter sister. Thus the 
production of Carrie J., followed by Gath, ber 
litter- brother, and Roderigo (out of a full sister 
to the dam of Carrie J., and Gath) proves bo- 
yond cavil or doubt that this combination will 
produce a line of brilliant dogs never equaled 
by that of apy other yet discovered. The other 
nick, that of Gladstone on the Druid-Ruby 
blood. From this cross came Gladstone's 
Boy, Sportsman, and Lillian. The 
further requirements of A nick 
is that it may exist in the case of dogs having 
exactly the same degree of blood relation, but 
not in the case of a change of affinity. Thus 
Roderigo is the only living representative of 
Gath in the nick, being Gath’s blood brother, 
and it is only through Roderigo that the blood to 
be found in Gatn’s Mark and Gath's Hope (noted 
winners in the late trials) can be re 
Then, again, Count Noble can be supplied in 
the cross on the Gladstone-Ciip bitches by 
Rebel Wind’em, his full brother, about whom 
Dr. Rowe of American Field and Mr. 
Llewellyn himself waged a battle ot books two 
years ago. Rebel Wind’em, who is also owned 
in Memphis, was an English Derby winner of 
1882, and was brought to this country by Mr. 
John C. Higgins of Detaware City, Del. 

SYSTEM IN BREEDING. 
It should not be imagined that these are hap- 
results.

The owners of 
the kennel are breeding carefully and system- 
atically to the celebrated crosses of Count No- 
bie (through their Hebei Winu'em) to the Glad- 
stone-Clip bitches, and Gladstone to the Druid- 
Ruby bitches, which are the two foremost of 
America’s winning strains. Since Sue's death 
there are but four Druid-Ruby bitches left in 
the United States. Of these this kennel! holds 
two—Juno A. and Fiaxie, full sisters 
to Sue. It also has the cross introduced 
and recommended Dr. Rowe of the 
American field, which by a certain system of 
breeding produces half and haif of the 
Duke Rboebe and Laverack blood. which is 
the foundation of the Liewellyn cross. 

To represent this strain this keunei bas Can- 
ada Peg, who ran a brilliant race in the late 

Also Pegomancy and Peg- 
peep, his litter sisters. ö was not 
trained or run this year, but sbe bas natural 
qualities equal to any dog in the United Siates 
and a form that will be bard to equal on the 
bench. 

Several days ago, by the kindness of the 
owners of the kennel, I was permitted to go 
through their kennels and afterwards to take 
a bunt over Paul Gladstone, Roderigo, Rebel 
Wind em. Juno A., Canada Peg. and Pegpeep. In 
the kenneis I saw Twin Maude (dam of Roder- 
igo) and her litter sister Lizzie Hopkins, both 
full sisters to Peep o' Day (now dead), the dam 
of the famous Gath, who, like Burns, Byron, 
and Mozart, and other kiadred spirits, died at 
the very flood of bis fame and success. The 
kennel bas in all about fourteen puppies from 
6 to 10 montas old. 48 1 saw them in their 
various yards I experienced the sensations that 
doubtless flood tue patriotic heart of a York- 
shire man who for the first time visits the 
House of Lords and sees under one roof the 
blue-blooded representatives ot the ancient 
lines that trace their origin back to the wars of 
the Plantagenets. I induced the keeper to turn 
them into the field, and as they sprang 
out, dasbing here and there, iceaping, gam bol- 
ing, and careening, their long silken ears flap- 
} ing softly about their heads and necks, and 
their plume-like talis waving gracefully and 
merrily, like the crests of medieval knights. I 
involuotarily thought of a provincia! holiday, 
with its wine, song, and rustic dance, and 
cloudless skies, and ripening grain, and peais 
of innocent laughter. 

It would be impossible and unprofitable to 
give a detailed account of each one of the lot, 
but as agroup I never saw them equaled. 


A FINE GROUP, 


I was peculiarly struck by the abundance of 
spirits and lusty vigor that characterized them 
all. Some of them were at once off to the ut- 
most confines of the earth, and as I saw them 
in a few minutes on the tops of the surround- 
ing elevations, mere specks in the stubble, they 
appeared to hold undegenerate the blood of 
Giadstone himself. 1 dipt into the future as 
far as human eyes could see and there fore- 
saw the coming glories of bench and field. 
After un bour the keeper called them in by 
using the whistle. They answered the signai, 
and as they came tumbling and romping in it 
was like the end of Donnybrook Fair. 

Several days after this, through the courtesy 
of, Mr. Avent, who knows of my penchant for 
fine dogs (I have in my day bunted over Glad- 
stone, Sue, Sportsman, Gladstone's Boy, Lu- 
lian, Paul Gladstone, Lady C., and others), I 
was invited to a day’s shooting over Pau! Giad- 
stone, Roderigo, Rebel Wind Em. Juno A., 
Canada Peg, and Peg Peep. My opinion of 
Paul has not changed since I first described 


him in a letter pubiished in che ane 
of bim: 
Paul Gladstone is in my opinion r to 


his sire Gladstone than any dog I ever saw. 
He is not quite se large as Gladstone, but what 
Nature can do to make a dog bave shapely 
limbs and a beautiful form has been done for 
the celebrated Paul. He is 2% years old, and, 
Gath being out of tae way, he is the wonder of 
the hour. He wou third prize in the Naticaal 
Derby at Grand Junction in 1888; divided sec- 
ond in the all-age stakes at High Point iu 
1884; won first in the National trial all-age 
stakes at Canton in 1884, and first in 
the Seuthern trial at Canton in 1884. 
His bench show record is not less wonderful. 
Twice bas he been exhibited ana twice bas he 
won first prize—once in open class at St. Louis 
in 1884 and once in champion class at Chicago 
in 1884. He goes to New Orieans this month, 
and it is safe to predict that de will win first 
there also. To see him in the fleld is a joy for- 
ever. It is dificult to find any moving thing 
to liken him to. He is not like a swallow or a 
bee, ora race-horse, or Puck on wheels. I 
should say that on the whoie he resembles an 
arrow tipped with hummingbird wings. This I 
suppose might cover the case. I saw him do 
that day a thimg that rarely falls to the lot 
of a man to see. Paul, in springing 
over a ferce, saw Sue making a 
point, when be clung to the fence, 
backing her. It remindea me of Dan Rice’s 
white horse that in bis palmy days he used to 
exhibit standing on a board with one foot up 
and above the heads of the men who lifted him 
up. 

The prediction in reference to New Orleans 
was more than verified. He not only carried 
off the first prize there, but in regular succes- 
sion during the four months following at Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Chicago, and Philadelphia. 


RODERIGO AND OTHERS. 


As for Roderigo, be is simply Napoleon after 
the Italian campaign. His name is on every- 
body's lips, and Dr. Rowe characterized him in 
a late issue of his paper as being 
the grandest English setter in the world. 
After Marengo Napoleon was pronounced 


the first General in Europe. He sustained his 


reputation, and, judging from what I saw of 

in the bunt, be is undoubtedly the 
dog of the period. At Grand Junction, Tenn., 
in 1885, where he won the All-Aged Stakes, he 
came in competition with and defeated the 
winners of the Eastern and Western trials of 
that season and other dogs, the very worst of 
whom was superior in breeding and training 
to the best of ten years ago. As yet no other 
dog bas ever been called on to fece such an 
array, each one the result of the improved 
methods of recent days, and forced to the very 
white beat of their utmost capabilities. The 
ease and assurance with which he swept every- 
thing before him excited the admiration and 
wonder of the assembied sportsmen of the 
whole country—North, South, East, and West. 
He is of médium size, remarkably handsome, 
and an even, beautifully-marked black, white, 
andtan. His speed, range, and style are si m- 
ply phenomenal. Like Bob Durbam in the 
court-bouse. fighi, his muscles are made of 
** steel springs and chicken-bawk.” 

Rebel Wind Em, of whom his owners have 
bigh hopes, is a large, fine-looking dog, with 
immense speed, range, and dash. He carries 
his head high in the air, and looks every inch 
a king in the field. His nose is a regular Creed- 
more nose, and he can wind a bird about as 
far as Farrow can hit a bull’seye. Next sea- 
son be will put in his claims and it would be 
well for dog-owners to keep an eye on him. 
At the last trial de was quite lame 
and out of condition, but he did good work and 
is now improvimg. Juno A., mentioned above. 
ran at the last Grand Junction trial and bas 
undoubtedly a career before her.

THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 


The Bricklayers and Stonemasons 
Preparing to Enforce Their De- 
mands After May 1. 


Master Masons Fearful that the Men 
” Will Not Adhere to the Wages 
Agreement. 


How the Bricklayers Have Protected Them- 
selves by Withdrawing from the 
National Association. 


For a period of about twelve years the stone- 
cutters of Chicago have worked but eight hours 
for a day’s labor. Their work bas ranged from 
a fair degree of skill to the artistic. Perbaps 
encouraged by the success of their fellows, the 
2,000 members of the United Order of Bricklay- 
ers and Stonemasons some two weeks ago 
adopted a resolution that after May 1. 1886, 


eight sours should constitute a day's labor, a 
This resolution was forwarded to the A860 


ciation of Master Masons. They also agreed 
that they would accept the same wages per 


hour which they bad heretofore received—4¢ | 


cents. This shrewd action at once put an end 
to any inspiration for argument against a de- 
mand for increased wages, and 80 
far as it goes cannot be reason 
ably opposed by the master masons. 
When the resolution was received by the master 
masons they appointed a committee to investi- 
gate the matter. Mr. George H. Fox, Presi- 
dent of the association, informed a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday that the committee, of 
which he is a member, will report to the next 
regular meeting of the association Thursday, 
Jan. 21, inf favor of the acceptance of the 
proposition made by the oricklayers and stone- 
masons, and give the eight-hour system a fair 
trial. It was the sense of the master masons 
generally, expressed in their conversation y*s- 
terday, that the eight-hour system is one which 
Will have to be settled by demonstration in- 
stead of by argument. They bad tried tostand 
between their employés and the public 
some three years ago, the result 
had been the very reverse of advantageous 
to them. Now it remains to be seen what the 
effect of this action will be. It can be seen at 
once that it will require an increase of 20 per 
cent either of the numbers employed or of 
length of time in which to erect a building. 
Neither of these would serve to add materially 
to the cost of construction, but there will be 
an increase im that direction by an increase in 
the wuges of the attendant laborers, such as 
bodearriers, mortar-mixers, etc. Heretofore 
the average of their wages has been 17% cents 
per hour. Two hours less work per day for 
them would be a greater reduction than tber 
could stand, so it will be agreed that their 
wages will be advanced under the eight-hour 
system to 20 cents per hour. They will then 
earn 16 cepts per day less than they do under 
the ten-hour system. While this increase in 
the cost of construction will seem at first very 
slight it will aggregate into a very respectabie 
item, both in the cost to the builder and the 
amount earned by the laborer. 


WHAT WILL THEY DO? 

At present the master masons and builders 
bave but few if any contracts which will ex- 
tend into the summer months. As yet they do 
not contemplate any increase in their estimates 
for building. They certainly anticipate «a 
necessity for doing so, but just when is as yet 
a mere conjecture, and depends largely upon 
the pubiic spirit for improvements. It is cer- 
tain that the short hours will create an in- 
creased demand for mechanical labor, unless 
there should be a falling off of more than 20 
per cent from the usual amount ot improve- 
ments. Of course, in this rapidly-growing city 
such an event is not within the line of proba- 
bility. As soon as this increased demand 
does come it is thought to be absolutely 
certain the bricklayers and stofemasons 
will repudiate their agreement to accent 40 
cents an hour for eight hours, and will demand 
at least 50 cents per hour. This would bring 
their earnings for a day only up to the pres- 
ent figures. Having secured such a victory as 
they do in a concession by the master masons 
and builders to operate upon an eight-bour 
basis it is not at all likely t they will stop 
at 50 cents per hour. ir demands, con- 
tractors think, will me until public 
will take the matter in bh co l them 
to recede from their demands by ceasing to 
erect new buildings or make otber improve- 
ments which require that branch of labor. 
Among the master masons there is 4 division 
of opinion as to how long after May 1 it will 
be before the artisans will make their demands 
for more wages per bour. Some think they 
will be contented with 40 cents for thirty days, 
some think they may hold out for sixty days, 
but all are of the opinion that the summer will 
not be far advanced before the demand for 
the increase will be made. 


PROTECTING THEMSELVES. 

It might be presumed that the eight-hour 
system, which will necessitate the employment 
of 20 per cent more labor to accomplish work 
done under the ten-hour system in the same 
time, would attract to the city during the busy 
season a large number of mechanics, and then 
when the dull season arrived thers would be 
greater competition among them, and thus 
cause them to accept lower wages. This 
contingency bas been shrewdly made impos- 
sible by the union. With a view probably of 
its present action it withdrew from the Nation- 
al Union of Brioklayers and Stonemasons and 
became an entirely independent organiza- 
tion, except in its relation to the Knights 
ot Lavor, of which it is a _ branch. 
While it was a member of the National Union 
members of other unions could come to the 
city and work by paying to it 10 ceuts per 
month as dues. Now it will not allow a man 
even to pick up atrowel or a brick until he 
becomes a member of it, and in order to do so 
be must pay acash initiation fee of $25 and 
demonstrate that he is a first-class workman. 
Not one out of fifty bricklayers and stonema- 
sons who enter the city bave that much money 
to advance as an initiation fee. It is expected 
that they will not lose any of the ground al- 
ready gained, and as a class they are stubborn 
men who will walk closely upon the brink of 
starvation before they will yield. Such at 
least is the opinion of the master masons. 

What the moral effect of the eight-hour sys- 
tem with ite larger number of idle hours and 
exposure to temptation will be is a subject that 
ean be d.scussed indefinitly. 

As yet there are no indications of any suc- 
cess attending the efforts of other branches of 
the builders’ trade to secure the eight-hour 
system in Chicago, although the carpenters 
are greatly encouraged by the demand made 
by the New York Carpenters’ Union Friday 
last for $8.50 for eight hours labor. The Car- 
penters’ Union bere, however, is not regarded 
as being very strong. They do not even have 
a scale of wages which they can enforce. They 
attempted to compel an acceptance of a scale 
last spring, but were unsuccessful. It is a 
trade too easily acquired in most of its 
branches to prevent active competition, and 
wages, therefore, vary from $1.25 to $3.50 per 
day. First-class workmen can always com- 
mand all they are worth, but the supply of in- 
terior labor is greater than the demand. The 
result of the acuon of the journeymen brick- 
layers and stonemasons may be watched with 
considerable interest.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets averaged stronger 
Saturday, with a fair volume of business in the 
speculative departments, but not much doing in 
ain lots. Provisions held their strength to the 
close of the day, while wheat fell back late on un- 
favorable news from outside. 

Provisions were active and stronger, with the 
buying good, but mostly scattering. The market 
(mostly pork) started in strong in sympathy with 
hogs, May selling up 10e, to $10.96, fell back 10c, 
when they were quoted easier, gradually rose to 
$11.00 with suspicion of a few wash trades at that 
figure, eased off a little, and sold up to $11.02 on 
the tap of the bell, with asale at $11.05 a moment 
later. There was more buying of the nearer fut- 
ures, especially February, which was taken quietly 
by Warren all day, and he also bought considera- 
ble quantities of lard. February pork sold mostly 
at 27}¢c below May. Lard sold up 7, to 66.2236. 
and ribs l0c, te 66.876. both for March, and both 
closing with sellers at the outside, The packing of 
this city since the beginning ot the present season 
includes 1,878,000 hogs, against 1,927,000 te the 
same time last year and 1,697,000 to do in 1884. 

Flour was dull and unchanged. Sales were re- 
ported of 675 bris and 1,206 sacks, equal to a total 
of 1,520 bris, all on private terms. A180 20 bris 
buckwheat at $4.25. 

Wheat was leas active, but firmer. Beerbohm 
called Liverpool 1d lower, but private cables noted 
a firmer tone, and folks here got the idea that the 
next statement of visible supply will show nearly 
1,000,000 bu decrease, while there was some talk 
about the wheat-fields further south being bare of 
snow. This, with the report that the price of 
silver had taken a jump upward, which was ex- 
pected to affect the export of wheat from India, 
caused the firmer tone here, and brought a fair 
number of buying orders from outside. The early 
buying was said to be mostly to fill Duluth shorts, 
with some for Minneapolis, and a few purchases 
were made on foreign account. May soid e 
lower early, at 84%{c bid, and improved to ö Ae. 
with sse asked ut the ciose. On the curbstone it 
weakened to 85}4c, with a good deal of selling 
which was imputed to Fleming- Boyden, the reason 
being reports of a heavy failure in Engiand, with a 
smaller one on our Own seaboard, and the selling 
of 10 boat loads there by an exporter at Me below 
the market. 

Corn was dull as ever. Our receipts were mod- 
erate in volume and Liverpool was called “the 
turn cheaper.“ This led to rather more free or- 
ferings for May and it sold off a shade at the split 
above zone and closed at 39540, with this month at 
ne discount. 

Oats were Me better for near futures and May 
lower, the latter selling at 31863184 and cios- 
ing at Slide bid. January was salable at 28866 and 
February sold at Me. Sample lots were firm, 
with a good trade. Rye was steady and dull. Jan- 
wary sold at e. February quotabdly 58e, and 
May offered at 63c. Barley was easier for samples 
and dull. No. 2 cash in A., D. & Co. sold at 65@66c. 
Timothy was firmer at $1.78@1.79 for prime cash seed, 
and March delivery sold at $1.84, Clover was un- 
changed at $5. 06. 85 and flax easy at $1.12 for tresh 
receipts. Milistufs were firm, with bran scarce 
and bulk of sales at $11.50. Hay unchanged and 
receipts light. 

A party in the wheat trade in England cables that 
the lust crop of the United Kingdom is now thought 
to be some 3,000,000 quarters larger than previous 
estimates. 

The quotations in the corn pit might almost as

well be stereotyped. They hang along at about 


the same figures for several days in succession. 

The recent advance in pork in this market has 
carried it up to about e per lb ‘above the price as 
based on short ribs, and the consequence should be 
an increased production of pork unless the differ- 
ence is soon lessened. When pork touched $11.00 
for May it brought out several stop orders to buy 
at that figure, but there were also not a few orders 
to sell. 

Some of the more enterprising members of the 
Boaré of Trade have struck on a sew method of 
hunting up customers. They copy from the book 
in the Secretary’s office the names of visitors to 
the board and send them cards, etc. Of course this 
is legitimate, but it is also sharp, as it is fair to 
presume that scarcely any of these visitors come 
on Change unless introduced by a member. In 
other words they have already formed a business 
attachment. 

A very good cash demand for wheat was report- 
ed yesterday on domestic account. Toledo sent 
word of 30,000 bu having been taken there for the 
South, and good Nebraska wheat sold here as high 
as 85 Me by sample for an interior miller, being re- 
ported as hard, but it was not. The news all points 
to a steady demand for wheat to go South, which 
may cause a material reduction in stocks before the 
time comes round for next harvest, though they 
look very oppressive now.

IRISH NA‘ IONALISTS, 


PATRICK EGAN’S RESIGNATION AND ITS EF- 
FECT ON THE ORGANIZATION—HIS S8UC- 
CESSOR. 

It has been an open secret in Irish-Ameri- 
can circles for some time.“ said an Irish-Amer- 
joan yesterday, that Mr. Patrick Egan bad 
made up his mind to resign the Presidency of 
the Irish National League at the earliest possi- 
ble opportunity. During his occupancy of the 
position his actions have been misconstrued, 
and the league under bim did not prosper as 
woll as it might have done under more favora- 
ble auspices. Yet he did well considering all 
the circumstances. He has been accused of 
using bis position for American political pur- 
poses, but there is not a shadow of foundation 
for the charges. He had privately expressed a 
favorable opinion of Mr. Blaine at Lincoln, 
Neb. The local Democratic organ publicly at- 
tacked him for thus expressing himself. It did 
this repeatedly until Mr. Egan was irritated 
into areply. Then and only then did he pub- 
licly defend his preference for Mr. Biaine. 
That was all tne politics he introduced into the 
league. But for this he has been systematic- 
ally abused by Irish Democrats and accused of 
using the league for Republican purposes. The 
average Irish Democrat will forgive a brother 
Irishman for any other crime from murder to 
petty larceny but Republicanisin—that is the 
unpardonable sin.“ 

* But is it true that the league has fallen off.“ 

“On the contrary, it bas gained. When he 
became Present it was in a state of collapse, 
He did his best to revive it, but that Was a 
hopeless task during the Presidential year’s 
excitement. Latterly, however, be bas done 
well. The league membership bas been swelled. 
Subscriptions have poured in on the Treasurer, 
and everything looks quite encouraging. The 
last six months have been the most prosper- 
ous in the history of the organization, which 
seemed despite many drawbacks to be getting 
fairly on its feet. Should Mr. Egan insist on 
withdrawing uow it will practically mean the 
wind-up of the organization, I fear, and per- 
haps the abandonment of the idea of the con- 
vention. A league convention now would be 
apt to be lacking in harmony, and might do 
more harm than good.” ä 

„But has nobody been suggested as likely to 
succeed Mr. Egan!“ 

** Yes, Jobu F. Finerty bas been named. But 
he would hardly accept under the present dis- 
couraging circumstances. If he took hold 
with a will he would build up the organi- 
zation perhaps. But he would not do 80 
without assurances of support from quarters 
where no pledges of support could be obtained. 
There is a suspicion, too, that those who are 
suggesting Mr. Finerty’s name are doing it for 
the purpose of getting him out of their polit- 
ical way. But his name has been freely dis- 
cussed—ot that I can assure you.” 

The conversation given above reflects the 
ideas as well as the information of many 
active members of the league. But it is a mis- 
take to think that politics has had as much to 
do with the unsatisfactory condition of affairs 
as personal matters. The conception ef the 
league was a mistake to begin with. In order 
to establish it the old land league, which was 
very strong in Massachusetts and the East, 
had to be abolished. This displeased the Mas- 
sachusetts men. Then the priests. who in the 
small towns bad been the life and soulof the 
old land league, were alienated in great meas- 
ure. There were other reasons which 
prevented the organ making much bead- 
way. 

It is a mistake, however, to think that even 
the collapse of the league will affect the move- 
ment in favor of su Mr. Parnell in 
America. Many think it will belp. When Irish 
societies ot every description sent their sub- 
scriptions to Mr. Egan at Dublin or Paris, to 
Mr. Ford of the Irish World, to Denis O’Con- 
nor, or the Treasurer of the Massachusetts 


ive support from this side. After a littie time 
such a state of affairs would be again brought 
about. The Parnell parliamentary fund organ- 
ization in New York will afford a ralym point. 
There will be no cccasion for factions,

‘We were not all shown into the Red Parlor 
together, but taken according to rank, those 
having official positions, as was proper, being 
sbownia first. We were taken out through the 
bali by one of the doorkeepers.

A bright wood fire was burning in the old- 
fashioned large fireplace and cast a cheerful 
light around the room, which was partly dark- 
goed.

A TRAP FOR BUDDING LITERATI, 


THE WORKINGS OF A NEW YORK “FAKE” 

KNOWN AS THE “TRIBUNE LITERARY BU- 

RREAU.“ 

New York, Jan. 16.—] Special. I—A new trap 
is set for unwary authors. The Tribune Bu- 
reau of Literature is on the first floor—from 
the roof—at No. 231 Broadway. It issues a 
prospectus referring to the sensitiveness and 
timidity of young authors, and intimating that 
a benevelent regard for the species induced 
the founding of the concern in order to re- 
lieve them of the embarrassment of takmg 
their manuscript around to the magazines and 
newspapers to sell. The advertisement grace- 
fully suggests: It may not be uninteresting 
to state to our readers how the workings of 
the bureau are conducted. When manuscript 
is received it is at once classified—i. e., placed 
ina cabinet under its appropriate ‘heading, 
such as ‘ Scientific,’ Historical, ‘ Descriptive,’ 
eto, a8 the case may be. In due 
time the critic who has in charge 
this particular field of literature carefully 
reads it, making such corrections as he deems 
necessary or expedient. Then the manuscfipt 
is ready for submission to the publisher.“ A 
distant reader of the advertisement might get 
the idea that the Tribune Bureau of Literatu e 
occupies an entire building; but the corre- 
spondent found a cheap restaurant io the base- 
ment of No. 231, and no gold letters indicating 
the position of the bureau upon the outside of 
the house. He asked of the janitor where the 
bureau was, and the expert gave it up. Inen 
he was on the point of going to No. 331 to see 
if the advertisement had not been a figure 
wrong, when be found a legend in the corridor 
reading: The Tribune Bureau of Literature 
up three flights, Room 7, in rear. H. B. Hall, 
Manager.” He toiled up the three flights to 
Koom 7, in the rear, looking for the bureau, 
which proved to be much less extensive than 
its name. It was a pine bureau, with no mir- 
ror on the top, and, though be looked for the 
elaborate cabinets marked Historical,” ** Sci- 
entific,’ and Descriptive. he failed to dis- 
cover them. The critics who had in charge the 
various fields of literature were out to lunch- 
eon evidentiy, but be wondered if they all oc 
cupied the one empty chair in the room when 
they performed their duties. 

But there were three chairs in the room. One 
war occupied by a pretty girl who was oper- 
ating a typewriter, and the other by a stout 
Irishman with a short beard, who bore a strik- 
ing resembiance to John Kelly. He was en- 
gaged cutting advertisements of the Tribune 
Bureau of Literature from — epee | 
papers and pasting them in a book. cabi- 
nets marked Historical.“ Scientific,“ and 
Descriptive wers before bim in the shape of 
pasteboard boxes. They were empty, and 
possibiy the critics having in charge those par- 
ticular branches of literature had already got 
in their fine work. When the caller said “ Mr. 
Hall?” the stout [rishman turned and gave 
him a quick glance before be told bim that his 
name was not Hall. He said, however, that he 
represented Mr. Hall, and would be glad to 
perform any business any one might bave with 
that gentieman. The visitor intimated that he 
would like to know something about the 
bureau. He said he would get a circular, but 
he held it in his band, and asked what was de- 
sired. *I shouid like to see Mr. Hall.“ was 
the question, and inquire whether the bureau 
was responsible.” The stout man was vastly 
indignant, and requested to know what was 
meant.

PARIS PERSONALITIES. 


M. Houssaye Writes of Krapot- 
kine’s Coming Release—Scenes 
at Grevy’s Re-election. 


Brisson’s Political Death—Mourning 
for Gambetta—M. Simon on 
Patriotism. 


Bernhardt’s Gorgeous Display of Dresses 
in the Revival of Hugo's Marion 
Delorme.“ 


Pants, Jan. 1.—|Special Correspondence. |— 
The announcement is made unofilicially, but 
on what should be good authority, that M. 
Grévy will signalize bis reinauguration as Pres- 
ident of the French Republic by pardoning sev- 
eral notable individuals now undergoing im- 
prisonment for alleged political offenses. The 
report is, I say, on wnat should be good author- 
ity. Ido not say that it is good. Under the 
present Administration one cannot safely be- 
lieve a report until it is fulfilled. But the 
present report has the semblance of authentic- 
ity. Let us hope it may be fulfiiled, As itis M. 
Grévy's inauguration and not his election to a 
second term that ie to be the oceasion of this 
actof clemency, the event is still a month off. 
But a month will seem a short time to Prince 
Krapotkine in comparison with the weary years 
be has already endured at Clairvaux. For I 
need not expiain that on the list of those who 
are expected to be {pardoned the name 
of Krapotkine invariably is placed first. I 
visited that eminent scientist in his Clairvaux 
cell a few days ago. He was in an uncomfort- 
able plight, even for a prisoner. Clairvaux. 
which is an ancient monastery, founded by St. 
Bernard, is in the Vosges oountry. The c- 
mate there is the worst in all France. Cold 
winds, fogs, and storms prevail. In spite of a 
small fire in it, the cell in which | found Krap- 
otkine was cold and damp. The prisoner was 
wrapped in an overcoat. He bad suffered 
from rheumatism ever since he was sent to 
Clairvaux, he said, and had also been troubied 
with sourvy. He had been kindly treated, be- 
ing allowed a fire in his cell, good food, and 
medicines. Still his bealth had steadily failed, 
and he was beginning to fear that he would 
never live to be a free man again. 
Whenever well enough he has devoted him- 
self to literary or artistic work. He 
has completed several articles for the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, a book on the geology of 
Finland, and some other works, besides paint- 
ing three or four admirable pictures. His wife 
has lived at Clairvaux and has been allowed to 
spend six bours every day with him. Had it 
not been for this, he told me, he would have 
died long ago. I mentioned to the Prince the 
probability of his release. He was much 
pleased atit. If set free, he said, he would 
either go to Geneva and rejoin Reclus, in order 
to assist in the completion of the latter s * Uni- 


_ versal Geography,“ or he would go to England 


and devote himself exclusively to literature 
and science. Atany rate, be would not med- 
dle with political matters again. 


A LEGISLATIVE MOB. 

In truth, then, President Grévy has been re- 
elected. But it cannot be said that it was done 
“decently and in order.“ Indeed, a more dis- 
graceful scene 1 do not remember to have wit- 
nessed in the French Parliament than that 
which was caused by the onsiaught of the 
various Conservative leaders upon their oppo- 
nents. It was made all the worse by the fact 
that the Conservative party in the Chamber 
contains many members of the nobility, who 
are constantly lamenting the brutality of Re- 
pubjican manners and praying tor a return of 
the old court politeness. Rah! A mob of 
Belle ville Rede could not behave worse 
than did these perfumed aristocrats! They 
apat their impotent fury largely upon N. 
Leroyer, who was the presiding officer. This 
gentiewan is aged and in feeble health, but is 
deserving of the highest respect for his char- 
acter and ability. But he was assailed with a 
perfect storm of the coarsest and most brutal 
insults. M. Baudry d’ Asson began it. He comes 
from La Vendee, and of course is an extreme 
Royalist. He is a big, brawny, maniy-looking 
fellow, with a powerful voice. Withal he is 
usually good-natured and on the best of terms 
with every one. But be has a bot temper and 
is apt to let it get the better of him. Certainly 
he did so Dec. 28. He shouted at M. Leroyer. 
Sit down! 
You have no right to address us! Then 
Cuneo d' Ornano sprang up. He 1s a Corsican, 
fatand baid. He addressed the presiding of- 
ficer as a ** loathsome living corpse and ja 
bird. Then Paul de Cassagnac cried: “A 
corpse! He should be embalmed! He would 
make a divine mummy! To all these remarks 
M. Leroyer was apparently deaf. Certainly he 
maintained a dignified attitude. Presently 
Baron de Lambertye joined the mob and 


yelled, Canale! at Leroyer, and 
the Due de la Rochefoucauld-Bis- 
acci added Driwelmg dotard!’’ and 


*Besotted imbecile!” Still Leroyer was deaf, 
and only looked witb a faint smiie of contempt 
upon the howling throng. He performed the 
function of addressing the Assembly and stat- 
ing the manner in which the balloting would 
be held. Not a word could be heard for the 
tumult. But presently the urns to receive the 
votes were brought out. Then the Conserva- 
tives saw that cheir attempt at obstruction was 
in vain, and with a final roar of batred and de- 
fiance they flocked out of the hail, refusing to 
take part in the election. A few of them re- 
turned later to bear M. Leroyer announce the 
result, end Baudry d’Asson gave a parting 
shot, shouting,* **Canailie!’’ while Cassagnac 
howled at the Republicans, I insult you all. 
and defy you to fight me! This challenge no 
one bad the ill-taste to accept. 
BRISSON’S DOWNFALL 

As was predicted, immediately upon the re- 
election of M. Grévy the Brisson Ministry 
resigned. M. Brisson is now a ruined man, po- 
liticaily. Two years ago, as President of the 
Chamber, he was rewarded as the coming 
statesman of France. He persistentiy refused 
to become Premier, not wishing to get into en- 
tanglements that might injure his chances of 
securing the Presidency. He was very gener- 
ally looked upon as certain to be M. Grévy's 
successor. He was very reluctant—indeed, at 
first flatly refused—to form a Cabiuet after 
the downfall of Ferry. But M. Grévy appealed 
to his patriotism and told him that the grow- 
ing power of the Monarchists would 
seriously menace the Republic unless 
he would form a government. So at last, 
for the sake of the Republic, he yielded. That 
very day I beard him, talking with a friend, 
paraphrase Coriolanus, saying: I bave, per- 
haps, saved the Republic; but I have certainly 
sacrificed myselt.“ He made the same remark 
to M. Urévy, and the prediction is now ful- 
filled. He took office under orders to carry 
out M. Ferry's vicious policy. All France was 
opposed to that policy and it was impossible 
to carry itout. M. Brisson knew this. But 
be was obedient to duty—and to M. Grévy. He 
tried in good faith to finish ap to the best ad- 
vantage the bad business in which Ferry had 
invoived France. But he failed. And now 
France holds him responsible for it all and 
regards nim as being just as culpable 
as M. Ferry himself. This M. Brisson 
fully realizes, and he looks upon himself now 
as politically dead. M. Grévy recks not, how- 
ever. He is as cumplacent and seif-satistied as 
ever, and lets bis son-in-law, Daniel Wilson, 
rule at the EiyeGe even more than ever. M. 
and Mme. Wilson are now invariably the pub- 
lie social representatives of the President. But 
it cannot be said that they are popular. In- 
deed, they are quite generally disiiked, and 
much of that dislike is reflected upon M. Grévy 
bimself. M. Wilson bas a sister, Mme. Pelouze, 
who is very wealthy and aspires to sbiue in the 
Sue is spending this winter

he lives in the heart ot France more than ever 
before. But his hand is no longer on the helm. 
His mind no ionger thinks for the nation.

I went down to Ville 
d' Avray yesterday, near Versailles, and visited 
the cottage in which Gambetta died.

But there were thou- 
sands of visitors there from Paris. The house 
doors were open all day, and an endless throng 
of men and women filed in and out continually. 


hung with garlands memorial wreaths. 
There was a life-sized bust of the dead states- 
man composed entirely of immorteliies. 
The room in which Gambetta died has been 
kept in exactly the same condition it was in at 
that sad event. Yesterday the bed was entirely 
covered with white lilacs, roses, and evergreen 
leaves. Lilacs were Gambetta’s favorit flow- 
ers. The grounds of bis Ville d’Avray home 
were thickly ted with them, and a tiny 
spray of the white blossoms formed his favorit 
buttonbole decoration. thousands of vis- 
tors y@sterday merely filed through the room 
in silence and with uncovered heads, bowing 
reverently as they passed the foot of the bed. 
Many former friends of the statesman also 
went to visit his grave at Nice. M. Etienne, 
the Algerian Deputy, bore thither a splendid 
wreath of laureis and white Illacs placed it 


upon the tomb. 
M. SIMON’S PRONUNCIAMENTO. 


M. Jules Simon bas created a sensation. 
Every one is talking of the article by him in 
Le Matin a few days ago. His text was the de- 
cline of patriotism in France. Why,“ be 
asked, is the flame of patriotism now less ar- 
dent? No longer do we see those lofty ideas, 
that spirit of sacrifice, that boundiess disinter- 
estedness that marked the Kepublic’s early 
years. Hatred and ambition have gained sway. 
On every side we see nothing but cliques and 
meanness. Even the national emblem seems 
to be the flag ot a party, not of a people.” The 
Touquin business, M. Simon argues, was a fight 
for power and plunder. The new Conscription 
law is a blow at the clergy and educated classes 
which will only weaken France; faithful pub- 
lic servants are snubbed and knaves pro- 
moted; religion is being eliminated from 
every place under Government control by so- 
called Liberals, who are more fanatical and 
bigoted than evec were the priests of the Mid- 
dle Ages; and the peovie are bemg crusbed 
with taxation to fili the pocketa of dishonest 
politicians. **God! Country! Liberty!“ con- 
cludes M. Simon. We cannot take a word 
from this trinity without forsaking the glorious 
bistory of the past, without menacing our fut- 
ure destiny, without morally wmutilating 
France. Beware! The skepticism now invad- 
ing our politics, religion, philosophy, art, liter- 
ature is a foe more deadly than that of 1871.“ 
The high honor in which this great scholar is 
justly held gives his words weight. Now more 
than 70 years old, be is as active and. sbarp- 
eyed as in bis youth, and takes as keen an 
interest in public affairs as when he was 
looked upon as M. Thiers’ probable suc- 
cessor in the Presidency. From the time of 
his entry into public life asa member of the 
Constituent Assembly of 1848 to the present, 
M. Simon's has been the one great voice of 
France for education, morals, and the eleva- 
tion of the people. He bas always been a man 
of marked independence. Napoleon III. tried 
bard to win him over to the Minister of In- 
struction in 1861 or 1862. A salary of $20,000 a 
year, a splendid house (rent free), the personal 
patronage of the Empress, and numerous other 
flattering bribes were offered to him. He was 
then a poor man. I am not in wantof a sit- 
bation as lackey.“ he said soornfully. ** Under 
a free government I would prize such an of- 
fice as giving me opportunity of doing good. 
But under the present régime J would be the 
mere puppet of a higher functionary. I will 
not accept any such place.“ 


SARAH’S GORGEOUS GOWNS. 

I must close this letter with a radical change 
of subject. It would not be complete without 
some mention of Sarah Bernhardt's perform- 
ance in Victor Hugo's drama, Marion De- 
lorme.“ This is one of the poorest of Hugo's 
works, but he was always anxious for Sarah to 
take it up. She bas doneso, I doubt not that 
it will have a successful run, for it is a showy, 
sensational piece, of the character now most 
popular bere, and it bas been splendidly 
mounted and intrusted to a carefully-seiected 
cowpany of the best players in Paris. Sarah 
was quite ill the opening night, and so did not 
play with her customary spirit. But her 
dresses were superb, and that fact goes a long 
way in making amends for poor playing. In- 
deed, to show how much attention is paid to 
dress, I may say that some of the ieading 
papers devoted a column each to descriptions 
of Sarah's costumes, while the acting was dis- 
missed with two or three Let me 
cull some of the gems for the benefit of 
American modistes. In th@ first act—a boudoir 
bed-chamber—Sarah wore a yellow satin skirt 
trimmed with antique venetian lace, gold, and 
pearis; a yellow velvet robe, trimmed with gold 
cord; a pink ribbon sash, and a turquois 
brooch. Sbe wore ail through the play the 
same coiffure, ber own hair, dyed very light. 
cut short, and cured closely. The second act 
is at the door of a wine-shop and gambling- 
den in the slums. Sarah appeared in an 
iron-gray damask skirt trimmed with steel-bead 
lace; a gray robe correspondingly trimmed; 
a large ruff; a purpie velvet cloak and hood! 
In the third act she was disguised as a strolling 
actress, and wore a skirt and jacket of moss- 
green silk, a scarf of green cashmere, a girdie 
of gems, a broad brimmed gray felt hat, 
with long green and pink feathers, and 
a crimson-veivet cloak lined with yellow satin. 
In the fourth act the costume was a Vandyke 
one, with black-satin skirt trimmed with black 
chenilie and diamonds, collar and cuffs of rich 
antique point lace, and a perfect blaze of dia- 
monds from head to foot. The last act showed 
her in pure white satin and silk, trimmed pro- 
fusely with silver embroidery. The current 
remark on the boulevards is that M. Worth is 
the greatest dramatist of the age.

In this strait some of the 
members wish to prevent the reporting of such 
events; but that cannot be easily done, be- 
cause seventeen reporters, besides several edit- 
ors, belong to the club and have paid their 
share of the $200,000 which the property bas 
cost. The controversy is centering upon a 
proposed by-law forbidding members to divulge 
anything that goes on; but such rules have 
availed nothing in the fashionable social clubs, 
every one of which has numerous members 
who are concerned by investment or occupa- 
uon in journalism. In a recent instance at the 
Union Club, when two young feliows fought in 
the billiard-room as late as 11 o’ciock at night. 
five papers bad circumstantial accounts next 
morning. An investigation was ordered, but 
it was found that if expuision was to be mace 
the penaity of divulging the facts no less than 
eleven rather influential members would be 
lost. Two were editors, four were stockhoid- 
ers in papers, and the rest had hastened 
through friendship to convey the news into

A young man climbed the steps of the Pres- 
byterian Hospital and passed under the big 
stone arch.

Mr. Spariing’s views are sadiy at variance 
with those expressed by the Cable News cor- 
respendent at Dublin, who celegraphs tonight 
on the subject of Socialism in Ireland that the 
idea of its ever spreading in that country is 
ridiculous.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Your correspondent spent the greater part 
of yesterday and today in learning the opin- 
ions of London's leading financial authorities 
on the silver question. As in America, opin- 
ions here are greatiy divided. There are, bow- 
ever, two leading camps. The bimetallists 
recognize the importance of some restriction 
on silver coinage if a modification of the 
Biand bill is inevjtable, but the monometallists 
naturally minimize the disturbing power of sil- 
ver. Everybody is anxiously watchmg Wash- 
ington, but the belief today in our largest 
financial houses and banks is that the Biand 
bill will pass through the coming ordeal un- 
scathed. 

The chief of one of the Jargest banks in Lon- 
don expressed the opinion ‘that it was impos- 
sible tosay yet what effect achange in America 
would have here, or if it would have any 
effect whatever. Our popular banking facilities 
are enormous, and the extent to which cbecke 
and drafts are used instead of cash transac- 
tions renders such questions as a restriction 
of silver colmage more or less a matter of in- 
difference. Whether lis effect could be so far- 
reaching as to effect rupee paper remains 
to be seen, but it is scarcely possible that this 
could bappen to any great extent. 

Your correspondent found the great finan- 
ciers whom he approached very shy about 
publishing their opinions, apparently fearing 
that they might react disadvantageously to 
their business interests. 


THE OLD WORLD REVIEWED. 
BFFECT OF ALLOWING BRADLAUGH TO 
TAKU THE OATH—THE IRISH QUESTION. 

Lonpow, Jan. 16.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—Mr. Charles Bradlaugh, 
the free-thinker, shows by his “Sermons to 
Unbelievers” that he is one of the proudest 
men in England. The very day after the 
Speaker allowed him to take the oath he ad- 
dressed a large congregation, detailing his 
triumphs. Tomorrow be will continue what is 
called his er Speechy Progress. Yesterday in 
a letter to the Pall Mall Gazette he appealed to 
the reading public for applause. In this he 
made this statement, which is the reverse of 
what he was generally believed to entertain: 
“TI have always believed the parliamentary 
oath to be fully, completely, and unreservedly 
binding upon my conscience.” The secular 
British press have aimost unanimously ex- 
pressed their sense of relief over the fact that 
Mr. Bradlaugb has been permitted to take the 
oath, and that be will now be allowed to die a 
natural death. Church organs, bowever, vi- 
ciously attack the policy which allowed his ad- 
mission to Parliament. They point out with 
some bitterness that in the event of Church of 

ngland reform Mr. Bradlaugh will havea 
yoice in church affairs and church reforms. 

Next to the Bradlaugh episode the most in- 

teresting and the least noticed portion of this 
weeks parliamentary work was Mr. Glad- 
stone’s kiss thrown to the blarney stone beld 
out by the Parnellites atter Mr. Justin MoCar- 
thy’s attack on Speaker Peel for a lack of im- 
partiality toward the Irish. Mr, Glad- 
stone devoted a third part of his congratula- 
tory address on the Speaker's election to kind 
words and apologies for the Nationalists. He 
said: 
I think the protest of the third party was 
only the reluctant fulfillmeut of what was to 
them a conscientious duty. Ido not think it 
an attack on the Speaker.” 

This, at length and in Gladstonese, was the 
substance of the only importart portion of the 
Liberal leaders speech. There are, of course, 
many rumorsiasto the meaning of this extraor- 
dinary proceeding—rumors which are not 
diminished by Mr. Peel's snub in omitting all 
reference to Mr. Gladstone in his speech of 
thanks to the House. Public opinion is about 
equally diwded whether Mr. Gladstone meant 
to make a bid for Mr. Parnell's support or 
whether it was only a part of his inourabie 
habit of casting anchors to the windward.” 

A LOYALIST SCREED. 

The Loyalist papers of Dublin are very 
“perky” over the Cabinet’s resolution, the 
famine mutterings in the East, and the evic- 
tions in the suffering South. It is of little mo- 
ment to them what the Nationalists say today 
so long as the Government pays for collecting 
rent and making evictions, the cost of which 
will amount to more than the rent K- 
self, and 80 long as it pro- 
vides elastic juries and convenient 
venues for the Crown. The Loyalist 
newspaper in Dublin exults, congratulating its 
readers that this news had produced a general 
strengtheamg in the value of securities." 
Dublin Loyaliste bave resolved to ask the 
Protestant clergy for a Sunday, whenever feasi- 
ble, on which to pray and preach the duty of 
loyalty and opposition to Irish independence. 
If, therefore, religious conflicts ever taint poli- 
ties here, the Nationalists say it will not be 
the fault of the Catholic clergy.” The Loyal- 
ists retort, saying: Tes; Archbishops and 
priests are the backbone of tae league.”

It says the outcome of the present situation 


will be that the Lord-Lieutenancy will be en- 
rely done away with, and the functions of 
that office will become part of the duties of the 
President of the Local Government Board. This 
latter officer will be assisted by a Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland. who will reside at Whitenall 
and bave general charge of the administration 
of Irish affairs. The immediate executive 
duties will be performed by an officer stationed 
at Dublin. The advocates of this scheme find 
reason for believing it possible in the fact that 
the leaders of both parties have already 
abandoned the idea of creating an Irish Parlia- 
ment, while it ig admitted on all hands that the 
present mode of governing Ireland cannot con- 
tinue unmodified. 

Monday next the Loyalists will send a large 
deputation to Downing street to visit Lord Sal- 
isbury and lay their case before him, when 
they expect to draw his fire. Probably Lord 
Ardilaun will head it; but his brew as a Guin- 
ness was as often of mild ale as of heavy stout. 

NEWSPAPER VIEWS. 

The Freeman's Journal today has a powerful 
article on the Cabinet resolves. It fears the 
worst, and says: 

It would be idle for the Irish people to dis- 
guise from themselves the necessity of calmly 
preparing for a catastrophe. The concession 
of the claim for self-government is inevitable 
if the Irish people cannot be driven by force 
or will from their present lawful. peaceful, 
constitutional, but determined attitude. An 
English Government before now has, in 
a similar situation, resorted to the horri- 
ble expedient of deliberately driving the people 
to desperation for the purpose of maintaining 
its rule. In the face of the utterances of the 
Eugiish press, of letters advocating martial 
law, which the leading journal of England has 
not hesitated to publish: in the face of ru- 
mors everywhere rife; in the face of the threat 
that Gen. Wolseley is to be sent over to 
dragoon the country; in the face of the resig- 
nation ot Lord Carnarvon and the grounds upon 
which that resignation was brought about; and 
in che face of our own kuowledge of utter 
want of principle in some of the members of 
the administration, one cannot forbear dis- 
cussing possibilities the inevitable result of 
which would be of a character which no one 
baving the teelings of a human being could 
contemplate without horror.” 

I quote at length because this editorial is 
only an echo of all Nationalist talking. How- 
ever, they anxiously await the coming week 
for the Queen's speech and the Tory program. 

The Freeman's Journal today also says: 
“The Cabinet at its meeting yesterday dis- 
cussed the propriety of issuing a procia mation 
deciaring the National League an illegal orgaa- 
ization.” 

The Times this morning recognizes that the 
Irish question must receive the immediate at- 
tention of the new Pariiament. In a spirited 
leading article it urges the necessity of the 
Conservative party at once facing the issue. 
It says: The Conservatives cannot shrink or 
postpone decisive action. If they attempt to 
remain in office without making a vigorous et- 
fort to grapple with the Irish difficulty, it will 
result in their prompt and wnequivocal con- 
demnation. Universal scorn will be their por- 
tion if they give their opponents a chance to 
overthrow them without staking their exist- 
ence on a bold detense of the union. Sucha 
course would be worse than a biunder—it 
would be a crime. The Government should 
not hesitate to challenge the verdict of the 
House of Commons on the question of home 
rule It cannot be doubted that they would ob- 
tain an immense majority in favor of main- 
taining the integrity of the Empire.“ 

The Daily Telegraph says the Government 
proposes to reénatt the clauses of the Crimes 
act relating to boycotting and the parts pro- 
viding for impartial trials and crushing out of 
terrorism in Ireland. 

FACTS AND COMMENTS. 

Egyptian bondholders forced the Soudan 
slaughter. The question now is, Wiil the En- 
lieh mortgages of Irish estates force a new 
coercion? Touching all these and other kin- 
dred questions, I find the Nationalists have an 
abiding confidence in Mr. Parnell. His method 
of proposals is as unknown as the Tory, or 
Whig, or Liberal methods of refusals. His 
avoidance of his colleagues, his silence like 
that of a great chese-player, his attitude to- 
ward press interviewers since his last talk, are 
taken here as the best evidence of his wisdom 
and promise of success. Nothing will be set- 
tled regarding the government of Ireland until 
after Parliament is formally opened by the 
Queen next week. 

The strike against rent-paying in Ireland 
threatens to become general. The Ulster 
farmers did not sympathize with the no rent 
manifesto’’ four years ago. If matters go on 
as they have been for some months they are 
likely to fall into line with the farmers of the 
southern provinces this time in demanding 
large abatements or in refusing to pay any reut 
at all. The Land act of 1881 is an ackowledged 
failure. New-Year’s Day at a meeting in Bel- 
fast of the Ulster Land Committee and Antrim 
Tenant-Right Association the following resolu- 
tion was unanimorsiy passed: “That we 
hereby declare that the rents of the vast 
majority of holdings, even incldding judicial 
rents, are no longer payabie out of profits, 
and unless the tenant farmers of Ireland are 
relieved either by legislation or voluntary 
means the difficulty of the country will soon 
demand the serious attention of Parliament.“ 
The Irish land difficulty has not yet been set- 
tléd, very evidently. 

A banquet was given tonight to Mr. Joseph 
Areb, M. P., who is the first agricultural 
laborer to be elected to Parliament. Mr. 
Chamberlain. who presided, made a speech in 
which he enlarged upon the importance of 
agrarian reform. He emphasized the fact that 
Mr. Arch is a dissenter, and deciared that the 
Church of England had never given help to 
great popular mavements. 

Lord George Hamilton, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty and a member of the Cabinet, ina 
speech at Croydon tonight said that the Gov- 
ernment had determined that one law should 
be enforced throughout the Kingdom—namely: 
the iaw of Parliament and of the Queen. 

It is stated that Sir William Hart-Dyke will 
resign the office of Chief Secretary for Ire 
land, and that Edward Stanbope, now Vice- 
President of the Council, will accept the post. 
Sir William Hart-Dyke, however, makes the 
announcement that the report that he bad re- 
signed the Chief Secretaryship for Ireland was 
unauthorized. 

The Earl of Carnarvon will return to Ireland 
and resume the duties of the Viceroyship tem- 
porarily. 8 

FRENCH POLITICS. 

In France President Grévy, like Kaiser Wil- 
helm and Queen Victoria, bas pronounced his 
message. M. de Freycinet—surnamed the Lit- 
tle White Mouse by his enemies and the Mod- 
ern Lafayette by his friends—has sounded his 
declaranon. Prince Krapotkine and Louise 
Micbel are free as the birds of the air. The 
session, declared by half the journals of 
Paris to be the most momentous yet heid dur- 
ing the existence of the preseut Republic, is 
now in full swing, but every one flinches from 
stirring up burning questions. A new 
deal in political parties is taking 
place. The Royalists and Bonapartists are 
breaking up their strange fellowship of the 
last three months; the Radicals are splitting 
up into Extremes and Rationais, and the Oppor- 
tunists and Moderates are trying hard to crys- 
tallize themselves into one group, to be called 
the Union of the Lefts. In sbort, reorganiza- 
tion is the order of the day. This means long 
life for the Republic, but fragility for Repub- 
lican Cabinets. Meanwhile Tonquin and Pan- 
ama are coming to the fore again with the 
same irresistible persistency as the famous 
Weldon-Gounod trials. 

M. de Frefcinet today made a declaration in 
the Chamber of Deputies of the policy the new 
Cabinet would follow. He said that its colo- 
nial policy would be less adventerous than 
that of its recent predecessor. This statement 
was received with cheers by the Chamber. M. 
de Freycinet also said: * It is necessary to re- 
store good order in the administration to hold

I then hastened to call 
upon Pollux. M. Paul Bert lives in the Rue 
Guy de la Brosse, not far from the Jardin des 
Plantes. A stalwart negress Opened the door. 
The apartments were gorgeous with carpets, 
tabourets: arms, and curios from the far East. 
M. Paul Bert entered the room with his band 
fullof telegrams of congratulations on bis 
appointment as a sort of “ uncrowned 
King” of Tonquin, Annam, and Cambo- 
dia. M. Bert is 58 years of age, a most 
enthusiastic vivisectionist, and an intimate 
triend of M. Pasteur. He is thickset in frame.

„My mission means peace and commercial 
prosperity. Isball have no imposing military 
escorts, no drums, no trumpets. I go as a sort 
of French literary mandarin, as my titie of 
Professor at the Sorbonne places me on the 
same footing as a Mandarin of the highest class 
in China and Anuam, and on this capacity I 
chiefly rely for my success. I wish to found in 
our new protectorate a sort of institute like 
that founded by Bonaparte in Egypt. My pro- 
gram is to develop the mines, open canais, 
roads, and railways, and construct harbors, I 
shall not carry my anti-clericai views with me 
into Asia, where our missionaries have done 
such splendid work. Our missionaries will be 
one of the best means of attaining my object.’’ 

THE GERMAN BUDGET. 

From Berlin it is wirea that Our Chancel- 
lor bas a broad back, but be bas had to bear 
a good deal from the Berlin Wits since he ex- 
changed the kiss of peace with the Pope and 
accepted the Order of Christ. The reconcilja- 
tion of Prussia with the Vatican looks like an 
accomplished fact, but only looks, for so long 
as the question of the Posen Arcbbishopric re- 
mains unsettied neither side will disarm, and 
Herr Windthorst is likely to be a thorn in 
Prince Bismarck's flesh for many months to 
come. A sensational rumor bas been afloat ail 
the week, according to which a Papai nuncio 
was to be shortly sent to Berlin. Nothing has 
occurred to confirm the rumor, which clearly 
originated in the brain of some enthusiastic 
Catholic. 

The Germania states that the Pope in his re- 
cent letter to the German Bishops advised 
moderation in the discussion of politico-re- 
ligious questions and coéperahen to obtain a 
settiement of the question ot me education of 
the clergy. Other clerical journais credit the 
Government with the intention to submit to 
the Reichstag a bili for the regulauon of semi- 
naries for the education of the clergy, which 
would be acceptable to the Vatican, indicating 
the end of the Kuiturkamptf. 

Prince Bismarck’s decoration is a@ regular 
white elephant. He could not refuse it, nor 
can he apparentiy use it, for precedent re- 
quires the recipient should make profession of 
the Catholic faith before being invested with 
the order, which, as Buclid says, is absurd 
in the Chancellor's case. But the difficulty 
will doubtless be got over. 

The supercilious attitude of the Prussian 
Government in regard to the Polish question 
bas again aroused Herr Windhborst’s »ndigna- 
tion. When the subject was revived yesterday 
in the Reichstag the Polish champions were 
disgusted to find ali their eloquence would be 
wasted on empty benches. Nota single mem- 
ber of the Government had had the decency to 
come down and listento them. Yet the ques- 

ie burning enough and interesting 
enough in all conscience. Forty thousand 
Poles have already been ex pelied 
from Prussia, and Russia is retuliating 
by still more wholesale expulsions. Herr 
von Jazdzevski, amid ringing cheers deciared 
the day would come gen honest Germans 
would look back at this cruel persecution of 
innocent aliéns with shame aad reprobation. 
Dr. Moller declared the expuisions as un- 
worthy of an age of international tunnels and 
tolegrabhs, and Herr Windthorst denounced 
them, but the discussion led to nothing beyond 
the adoption of the resolution introduced by 
Herr Windthorst declaring that the expuision of 
Poles from Prussian territory was unjustifiable 
and incompatible with the interests of German 
subjecis. The Conservatives and National 
Liberals opposed the resoluuon. None of the 
Ministers were present when it was adopted. 


Says another correspondent: Herr Wind- 


thorst, the leader of the Catholic party, in the 
columns of the Germania exhorts the mem- 
bers of the Centre to gather at the opening of 
the session for the purpose of discussing sev- 
eral important motions. In the Reichstag four 
motions have been tabled by the Poles, Social- 
Democrats, Clericals, and Liberals, demanding 
a humane and righteous policy toward foreign- 
ers and Poles workmg in Prussia. It is 
claimed by members of the above-named 
parties that the expelled Poles were 
not foreigners, but Prussian subjects, and-that 
the decision of the Supreme Court of the Em- 
pire recognizing the right of each individual 
State to turn out aliens has no bearing on the 
subject. During the debate which ensued Herr 
Liebknecht, Sociai-Democrat, denounced the 
policy of expulsion by brute force and deciared 
that it proved that Germany was still under 
the influence of barbarism. Herr Moller, 
Liberal, compared the exclusion of foreign 
wares under a protective tariff and the forcible 
expulsion of foreign workmen with the policy 
pursued by other countries which were 
seeking to promote ſutercourse with foreign 
nations. Herr Windtuorst argued that the ex- 
puisions were ordered because the victims 
were Catholics. The discussion, however, was 
resultiess, owing to the absence of the Minis- 
ters. Herr Windtborst bas announced his inten- 
tion of discussing the Landtagon the question 
of expulsions. The Czar's urkase ordering the 
expuision from Russia of all Pruesians not 
naturalized will affect 100,000 persons, employ- 
ers and workmen. The employers are aliowed 
eight months in which to quit Kussia, the 
worsnmen six months, and peasants six 
weeks." 

Although the Emperor in his speech at ‘the 
opening of the Landtag Thursday announced 
a budget debt and gloomy outlook for trade 
througbout Germany, all the newspapers con- 
gratulate him on the improved state ot his 
health, which, they say, promises a prolonged 
reign for his Majesty, and outweighs the con- 
sideration of everything else. ; 

The Diet of Saxony has rejected a motion by 
Herr Beble asking the State to contribute 
8,000,000 marks for the expenses of primary 
education, now falling upon the communes. 

The Bundesrath bas ratified the treaty of 
commerce with San Domingo. 

The name of the American expelied who was 
from Gjennes, Prussia, is Hinrichsen.

ANOTHER RETROSPECT. | 
THE EVER PRESENT CELTIC QUESTION— 
WOLSELEY APPEARS ON THE SCENE. 
Lonpon, Jan. 16.—[Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune.|—The situation in Ire 
land today is critiqal, and the advocates of a 
policy of coercion are apparently in the as- 


cendant with the Ministry. There is no doubt 
that extreme coercive measures are under con- 
sideration by the Government and are being 
pressed forward. It is asserted today that Lora 
Carnarvon has been offered the colonial office 
and will probably accept in order to avoid in- 
jJuring the party and the Cabinet by absolute 
withdrawal from the Minister. The Scotch 
Radical members approached by Mr. Chamber- 
iain on the basis of consolidanon of the 
English, Weish, and Scotch Radicals in one 
great party are standing out and awaiting 
Mr. Gladstone's statement of the Irish policy. 
Lord Salisbury has made overtures to Gen. 
Viscount Wolseley to induce him to accept the 
Viceroyalty of Ireland and take the preserva- 
tion of the peace of the country into his hands. 
Lord Wolseley is willing to take this task on 
condition that he may have the fullest powers 
invested in him to carry out the law by every 
means that can be resorted to. Until 
the final decision of the Cabinet, 
however, no Viceroy will be appointed. Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, brother-in-law of the 
Duke of Richmond and Gordon, is also urging 
on the Cabinet the advisability of proclaiming 
the country. 

A corps of mounted infantry, composed of 
loyal Irish and English soldiers, ie now being 
enrolled for the purpose of protecting the 
Loyalists in Ireland from the oppression of the 
Land League. Several full companies have 
already been formed, and a great many volun- 
teers are offering their services. 

A cioud of rumors, confessedly emanating 
from Tory sources, impute to the Government 
the most sinister intentions in regard to coer- 
cion in Ireland. The commonest of these is 
that Lord Wolseley will be sent over with a 
dictator's powers to put the whole of Ireland 
under martial law. People who profess to be 
in his confidence assert tonight that be is 
ready to assume the task. If he went it would 
not be as Viceroy, which office has been 
left vacant, but as a sort of Crom- 
well in the commission of the land- 
lord’s of Ireland and their wmarpiot 
lackeys in Ulster are energetically plowing the 
land for thig expected harvest of bayonets. If 
the winter do not end in terrible bicodsbed it 
will be no faut of theirs. Tue Tory paper bere 
boasts today that a company of mounted infan- 
try is raising in Olster for the purpose of assist- 
ing in eviction, the nucleus of it being some ad- 
venturers who recentiy returned from a ma- 
rauding South African force known as Me- 
thuen’s Horse. The character of the gentry 
is illumined by the fact that Methuen last 
week was compelled to send them notice by 
post-card that tne overcoats and other things 
which they took to their homes belonged to 
the Government and must be returned. The 
matter became public by the delinquents writ- 
ing to the press, saymg they were gentlemen, 
and were not in the babit of being thus rudely 
addressed by post-cards. It is easy to believe 
that they welcome the idea of going to Ireland 
and giving a helping band to fellow-gentiemen 
engaged in wringing rack-rents out of the mu- 
erable peasantry. 

The gravest peril of the situation is the fact 
that the agitation now fomenting in Ulster will 
be an ipvitation to just such rufflans to go 
over and precipitate the disturbance which 
landlords so much desire. Then there will be 
a loud shout for Lord Wolseley and an army 
corps. One may well shudder to think what 
will follow. 

FAMINE. 


Meanwhile, with one accord Judges in the 
West and South of Ireland are Signing writs of 
eviction by the hundreds. There is apparently 
more destitgation than since the awful win- 
ter of 1879, the tenants having spent the 
most of their littie store of ready money in go- 
ing into the delusive land courts, and the la- 
borers baving had no work whatever. Already 
famine and scenes of violence are beginning 
to be repeated. Mobs of starving men are 
breaking up tbe meetings of the Poor Law 
Guardians with demands for food. Dead 
bodies are being found at the roadside wasted 
to the bone. It is at such times as this that a 
Single Judge in Kilkenny issues over 
200 writs of eviction in one day, 
involving the tearing of the roofs from 
over the heads of at least a thousand 
human beings; and this is a sampie of what is 
going on in fifteen counties. Of course this 
means disorder and excitement, and the kill- 
ing of landlords and bailiffs. In logical se- 
quence this will also ‘mean an eruption of vir- 
tuous wrath from the weli-fed Euglish mem- 
bers of Parliament and wholesale coercion, 
which will be precisely wat the landlords 
want; and bere yoo have an idea of the en- 
lightened English rule which the eccentric and 
impracticable Ceit is foolish enough to rebel 
against. 
bodily and visibly into the ranks. Her belated

One of the signs of the times is the fact that 
the Standard is wholly back in favor as the 
Tory organ. It bad vxclusively the only two 
plums of official news of the week—the resig- 
nation of Carnarvon and the appointment of a 
new Bishopof Manchester. Its bitter negative 
of the Irish demands is, therefore, authorita- 
tive. 

BURMAH. 

The collapse of Gen. Prendergast’s reputa- 
tion in the matter ot the Burmese invasion is 
disgraceful. The details of it are now coming 
in by mail. They greatly annoy Englishmen 
by destroymg the only possibie exception, save 
Lord Wolseley and Gen. Roberts, to the rule 
ot the deadly mediocrity of the Generals of 
Eogland. Warren will be sent to Suakin to get 
rid of him as u Liberal candidate in the next 
election, and it is possible that he may make a 
hit there by contrast with Graham and Mo- 
Neill. 

The London Chamber of Commerce Las 
petitioned the Indian Office to facilitate the 
establishing of railroad communication be- 
tween Burmah and China. Lord Randolph 
Churchill, Secretary of State for India, prom- 
ised to consult with the Indian Government on 
the subject, adding that the Government was 
well aware of the importance of opening up 
trade with Siam and China. He said it was 
impossible, however, to decide upon the best 
means to be adopted pending the complete set- 
uement of Burmah. 

THE BALKANS. 

British belief in an Eastern war gains grouad 
daily despite the protessed optimism of the 
Vienna press. Austria is busily arranging an 
alliance between Servia, Greece, and Monte- 
negro for a movement early in the spring, 
meanwhile protesting extreme anxiety for 
peace. There are indications that France and 
Italy are both friendiy to this alliance and 
ready to assent to plucking Turkey and defy- 
ing Russia. 

The release of Prince Krapotxine, which has 
heretofore been prevented by consideration 
for Russia, is one of the many tokens that the 
whole pack of cards has been reshuffled.

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


An Alleged Quarrel Between the Chief 
Executive and Secretary Man- 
ning on Silver, 


Important Decisions for Soldiers — The 
Pight Over the Sale of the Bride- 
well Lot. 


Wasnincton, D. C., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
That there is a sharp difference of opinion 
among Republican Senators in the policy to 
be followed regarding the President’s nomina- 
tions happenings in and out of executive ses- 
sion bave shown. Nevertheless it has not been 
easy to draw a clear line of distinction. There 
are some of the Senators, like Gen. Logan, 
who believe that Republicans have no business 
holding office under a Democratic Administra- 
tion, yet who propose to scrutinize very sharp- 
ly all the appointments of Democrats. 
Other Senators, who have a very lively 
sense of favors past and prospective, 
would let all the nominations go unchalienged. 
A considerable element among the Republic- 
ans, without reference to individual cases, 
takes the position that the Senate is bound to 
recognize the fact that a Democratic Presi- 
dent is in the White House, and that public 
sentiment will not support anything which 
looks like factious interference with bis pre- 
rogatives. These Senators have generally 
urged a conservative course. Senator Mitchell 
of Oregon, who bas been put in this category, 
said in speaking of the subject today: “ There 
are some Senators who think their business is 
to keep Republicans in office. Now, I 
must say frankly that 1 do not sym- 
pathize with this view, though I 
am as thorough-going a Republican as any of 
my colleagues. I believe that in passing on 
nominations the Senate should remember the 


President of the United States is a Democrat, 


and we have a Democratic Administration. I 
would not put any obstacies in the way of con- 
firming officiais who are in harmony with the 
dominant party where the manner of their ap- 
pointment is legitimate. If a Republican is re- 
moved to give place to a Democrat and there is 
nothing urged against the latter’s fitness for 
the position to which he is nominated 
I believe in confirming him. But where 
charges have been made against an official 
and he is removed undera cloud, I think it 
proper that he be afforded an opportunity to 
meet those charges, and to this end the Sen- 
ate should have before it the papers in the 
case. Of its right to demand such papers I 
have no doubt. They are treated confidentially 
in executive session just like other matters 
pertaining to confirmations. Without ventur- 
ing to make any predictions my owa belief is 
that when. the Senate gets to the 
point and calls on the Executive directly 
for such papers they will, if there are 
any, be forthcoming. It is the documents 
which in my judgment should be asked for, 
and not the President's reasons.” After all, 
this is not so far from the position of the more 
radical Senators. It is practically the ground 
takeh at the caucus Friday when the decision 
was made that the President should be called 
on for the papers when the Senate - thought 
their production desirable. The end sought 
is simply to force the President to define his 
attitude and to determine how thick the layer 
of hypocrisy is that has been plastered over 
the Administration. 

The Secretary of the Treasury today sent a 
communication to Senator Morrill, Chairman of 
the Committee on Finance, in which he ac- 
knowledges the receipt of his letter requesting 
the reasons for the suspension of a certain 
Collector of Internal Revenue and the appoint- 
ment ot another person in his place, and then 
says in substance: “I would reply that as yet 
I ‘have received no directions from the Presi- 
dent in relation to transmitting the papers and 
information called for.“ About fifty applica- 
tions from the same committee for simular in- 
formation were answered in the same way.

Senator Cullom and Congressman Morrison 
had a long conference tonight. Neither was 
anxious to spread before the public its subject 
or the understanding arrived at. But there is 
an impression among Illinois people that Mor- 
rison has been intrusted by the Administra- 
tion with the delicate mission of explaining 
Maj. Connolly’s removal from the position of 
District-Attorney at Springfield after he had 
been requested not to resign. As the Senators 
will be guided largely by Senator Cullom’s 
wishes in confirming or rejecting Van Hoer- 
beke, the President finds it advisable to know 
something of his intentions. Connolly's re- 
moval was one of the most striking iliustra- 
tions of bad faith on the part of the Adminis- 
tration. 


This morning a Senator who favors the sus- 
pension of siiver coinage said he knew that 
between the President and Secretary Manning 
a serious difference of opinion has arisen con- 
cerning the attitude to be pursued by the Ad- 
ministration on the silver question. The Pres- 
ident insists that he bas no right to use the 
power of the Executive to influence the action 
of Congress. Besides, he feels that it would 
be pour policy for him, before the mat- 
ter is decided, to precipitate a great- 
er disturbance inside the party than 
it has now on band. But in all 
the Administration circles it is spoken of as a 
sure thing that the President will veto any sil- 
ver legislation. The difference between him 
and Manning is that the latter wants to force 
the fighting, while the President feeis that it is 
not the proper thing for bim to go any further 
at present. The Secretary wants the President 
to exert the entire power of the Administra- 
tion to tore the Democratic vote to accord 
with it on the silver question. He believes 
that, as it bas taken so decided ground on 
this matter, the proper way is to make a 
direct issue, and that the Democrats who at- 
tacked it on the siiver question shall be re- 
garded as its enemies. He thinks that the 
action of the Administrations to allow the 
Democrats in Congress to pass any more silver 
legisiation wili be to discreait it both at bome 
and abroad. So he persists in urging that the 
line be drawn, and the Administration use ali 
its influence to bring its party supporters in 
Congrees to its position on sliver or serve 
notice upon them that they mus expect no 
favors.

TO PRISON WITH APOSTLES. 


JUDGE POWERS SENTENCES THREE CON- 
VICTED MORMONS—A SAINT’S BOLD UT- 
TERANCES. 

Ogpex, Utah, Jau. 16,—)/Special.]|—Judge 
Powers today passed sentence, on Apostie Lo- 
renzo Snow, James H. Melson, and James 
Taylor, convicted of unlawful cobabitation. 
The former was convicted on three indict- 
ments and received the full penalty in each 
case, aggregating eighteen months in the peni- 
tentiary anda fine of 9900 and costs. Snow 
delivered a long address to the court from 
manuscript, concluding as foliows: 

The Prosecuting- Attorney was quite mistaken in 
saying, The defendant, Mr. Snow, was the most 
scholarly and brigbtest light of the apostles,“ and 
equally wrong when pleading with the jury to as- 
sist him and the United States of America in con- 
victing Apostie Snow, and he would predict that a 
new revelation would soon follow, changing the 
divine law of ceiestial marriage. Whatever fame 
Mr. Bierbower may} have secured. as a lawyer, he 
certainly will fail asa prophet. The severest per- 
secutions have never been followed by reveiations 
changing a Divine law, obedience to which brought 
imprisonment or martyrdom. Though 1 go to 
prison, God will not cnange his law of celestial 
marriage. But the man, the people, the Nation 
that oppose and fignt against this doctrine and the 
Church of God will be overthrown. Though the 
Presidency of the church and the twelve aposties 
should suffer martyrdum there will remain over 
4,000 seventies, all aposties of the Son of God, 
and were these to be slain there still would remain 
many thousand high priests and as many or more 
elders, all possessing the same authority to ad- 
minister gospel ordinances. I solemnly testify in 
the name of Jesus the so-called Mormon 
Church” is the church of the living God, estab- 
lished on the rock of revelation, against which 
“the gates of Heil cannot prevail.”’

AGITATING THE QUESTION OF A MARRIAGE- 
LICENSE FEE—NO SUNDAY MAIL DELIV- 
Euizes. — 

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 16.—|Special.]—After 
a long contest the Legislature two years ago 
passed a bill to reduce the marriage-license lee 
from $4.50 to $1, but Gov. McLane refused to 
sign it, and thereby incurred the enmity of 
many poor young lovers contemplating matri- 
mouy. Although the present Legislature bas 
been in session only two weeks, several bills on 
the marriage-license question have been intro- 
duced. It is argued by several of the members 
that the fee is exorbitant and drives poor 
young vouples to the District of Columbia, where 
no fee is required, to be wedded. The round-trip 
fare from Baltimore to Washington is only $2, 
and for a young man can take his swest- 
heart to Washington to be married and have a 
little wedding-tour for what the license alone 
would cost in Maryland. In the counties bor- 
dering on the District of Columbia it is a rare 
thing for a license to be taken outin Maryiand. 
It is che@per and pleasanter to take a ride to 
Washington and be married. One of the bills 
now pending is to reduce the fee to 50 cents 
and another is to abolish it altogether. A 
pumber of amusing letters have been received 
from country couples by the members petition- 
ing a reduction of the tee. The present Gov- 
ernor is a bacbelor, but it is reported contem- 
plates matrimony, so that should the bill to 
reduce or abolish the fee pass it may not be 
vetoed by Gov. Lioyd.

What Counsel for the Opposing Tele- 
phone Parties Thinks—Stocks 
Still Dropping. 


A Good Time Now to Sell Your 


Holdings in the Great 
Monopoly.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 16.—[Special.]|—Parker 
C. Chandler, counsel for anti-Bell telephone 
parties, returned to town this morning and was 
asked to give his views on the opinion of Sec- 
retary Lamar regarding a suit to test the 
validity of the Bell Telephone ‘patent. Mr. 
Chandler consented, with the observation that 
as one of the counsel zu the Drawbaugh case 
this whole proceeding was unimportant to hig 
clients, because the question of how Bell ob- 
tained the patent, or other parties subsequent 
to him had inventions for telephones, 
was immaterial. For if Drawbaugh’s 
claim of having invented the tele 
phone previous to 1876 is allowed, all the 
questions cOnsidered would be unimportant, 
as he would receive a patent, and as his claims 
cover both the undulatory ana make-and- 
break currents, all questions arising out of the 


suit to de brought by the Government would 


be of little consequence to the Drawbaugu in- 
terests, a view in which be stated he was con- 
firmed by Senator Bamunds, the senior coun- 
se! for Drawbaugh. 

On the Stock Exchange today Bell telephone 
stock continued to attract the greater part of 
the attention of the local operators, and 
a further decline to 158, with re 
ported selling by some of the larger 
bolders, tended to increase the feeling of un- 
easiness.

Mr. D. K. Tripp, the attorney of Prof. Gray, 
was asked what he thought of Secretary La- 
mar’s decision. 

We are decidedly well impressed with it,“ 
he replied. 

* What will the Professor do?“ 

1 see by the papers that some of his 
friends remarked that he was dissatisfied be- 
cause the case was going to be In the hands of 
the Government. He is perfectly delighted at 
it—to have the Government of the United 
States fully and thoroughly investigate the 
questions of fraud involved. We think his 
rights will be maintained not only in this Gov- 
ernment suit, but faally in receiving a patent. 
We have already begun the organization of 
the Gray National Telephone Company and 
have filed papers at Springfield for the pur- 
pose. It will be a Chicago enterprise and the 
beadquarters will be here. The object is 
to protect Prof. Gray and prosecute his case. 
The capital is $10,000,000 and the Commission- 
ers are Elisha Gray, N. B. Judah, and N. E.

THE JURY RETURNS A SEALED VERDICT 
AFTER FOUR HOURS’ DELIBERATION. 

Judge Collins’ court was densely packed yes- 
terday to bear the arguments in the case of 
John Leahy, being tried for manslaughter in 
having, while driving an Archer avenue car, 
Sept. 28 caused the death of Fritz Berndt, a 
teamster.

A TRAP FOR BUDDING LITERATI, 


THE WORKINGS OF A NEW YORK “FAKE” 

KNOWN AS THE “TRIBUNE LITERARY BU- 
_REAU.” 

New York, Jan. 16.—|Special.]|—A new trap 
is set for unwary authors. The Tribune Bu- 
reau of Literature is on the first floor—from 
the roof—at No. 231 Broadway. It issues a 
prospectus referring to the sensitiveness and 
timidity of young authors, and intimating that 
a benev@lent regard for the species induced 
the founding of the concern in order to re- 
lieve them of the embarrassment of takmg 
their manuscript around to the magazines and 
newspapers to sell. The advertisement grace- 
fully suggests: It may not be uninteresting 
to state to our readers how the workings of 
the bureau are conducted. When manuscript 
is received it is at once classified—i. e., placed 
ina cabinet under its appropriate heading, 
such as ‘ Scientific,’ Historical,“ ‘ Descriptive,’ 
eto, as the case may be. In due 
time the critic who has in charge 
this particular field of literature carefully 
reads it, making such corrections as be deems 
necessary or expedient. Then the manuscfipt 
is ready for submission to the publisher.“ A 


distant reader of the advertisement might get 
the idea that the Tribune Bureau of Literatu.e 
occupies an entire building; but the corre 
spondent found a cheap restaurant in the base- 
ment of No. 231, and no gold letters indicating 
the position of the bureau upon the outside of 
the house. He asked of the janitor where the 
bureau was, and the expert gave it up. ‘Tnen 


he was on the point of going to No. 331 to see 


if the advertisement had not been a figure 
wrong, when be found a legend in the corridor 
reading: The Tribune Bureau of Literature 
up three flights, Room 7, in rear. H. B. Hall. 
Manager.” He toiled up the three flights to 
Koom 7, in the rear, looking for the bureau, 
which proved to be much less extensive than 
ites name. It was a pine bureau, with no mir- 
ror on the top, and, though be looked for the 
elaborate cabinets marked ** Historical,” Sol- 
entihe, and Deseriptive. he failed to dis- 
cover them. The critics who had in charge the 
various fields of lite rature were out to lunch- 
eon evidently, but be wondered if they all oo 
cupied the one empty chair in the room when 
they performed their duties. 

But there were three chairs in the room. One 
war occupied by a pretty girl who was oper- 
ating a typewriter, and the other by a stout 
Irishman with a short beard, who bore a strik- 
ing-resembiance to John Kelly. He was en- 
gaged cutting advertisements of the Tribune 
Bureau of Literature from 8 

pers and timg them in a e cabi- 
— marked * Historical.“ **Scientific,’’ and 
“ Descriptive ’’ were before bim in the shape of 
pasteboard boxes. They were empty, and 
possibiy the critics having in charge those par- 
ticular bran of literature had already got 
in their foe work. When the caller said “ Mr. 
Hall?” the stout (risbman turned and gave 
him a quick glance before be told bim that his 
name was not Hall. He said, however, that be 
re nied Mr. Hall, and would be glad to 
perform any business any one might bave with 
that geptieman. The visitor intimated that he 
would like to know something about the 
bureau. He said he would get a circular, but 
he held it in his band, and asked what was de- 
sired. *“Ishouid uke to see Mr. Hall.“ was 
the question, and inquire whether the bureau 
was responsible.” The stout man was vastly 
indignant, and requested to know what was 
meant. “I should lixe to know, for mstance,” 
said the Inquirer, whether there is any cer- 
tainty that a person would get either his money 
or his manuscript from tae 7Triune Bureau of 
Literature in case he submitted it.“ The ggout 
man was first grieved then angry that any one 
should doubt the bonesty of the bureau, but 
he could not give the names of any publishers 
as guarantees of Mr. Hall's character. He 
finsily put the circular in a drawer and indig- 
nantly returned to his desk. What it contained

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PARIS PERSONALITIES. 


M. Houssaye Writes of Krapot- 


Brisson’s Political Death--Mourning 
for Gambetta—M. Simon on 
Patriotism. 


PARIS, Jan. 1.—|Special Correspondence. |— 
The announcement is made unoflicially, but 
on what should be good authority, that M. 
Grévy will signalize his reinauguration as Pres- 
ident of the French Republic by pardoning sev- 
eral notable individuals now undergoing im- 
prisonment for alleged political offenses. The 
report is, I say, on wnat should be good author- 
ity. Ido not say that it is good. Under the 
present Administration one cannot safely be- 
lieve a report until it is fulfilled. But the 
present report has the semblance of authentic- 
ity. Let us hope it may be fulfiiled, As it is M. 
Grévy's inauguration and not his election to a 
second term that ie to be the occasion of this 
act ot clemency, the event is still a month off. 
But a month will seem a short time to Prince 
Krapotkine in comparison with the weary years 
he has already endured at Ciairvaux. For I 
need not expiain that on the list of those who 
are expected to be pardoned the name 
of Krapotkine invariably is placed first. I 
visited that eminent scientist in his Clairvaux 
cell a few days ago. He was in an uncomfort- 
able plight, even for a prisoner. Clairvaux. 
which is an ancient monastery, founded by St. 
Bernard, is in the Vosges country. The on- 
mate there is the worst in all France. Cold 
winds, fogs, and storms prevail. In spite of a 
small fire in it, the cell in which 1 found Krap- 
otkine was cold and damp. The prisoner was 
wrapped in an overcoat. He had suffered 
from rheumatism ever since he was sent to 
Clairvaux, he said, and had also been troubied 
with sourvy. He had been kindly treated, be- 
ing allowed a fire in his cell, good food, and 
medicines. Still bis health had steadily failed, 
and he was beginning to fear that he would 
never live to be a free man again. 
Whenever well enough he has devoted him- 
self to literary or artistic work. He 
has completed several articles for the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, a book on the geology of 
Finland, and some other works, besides paiut- 
ing three or four admirable pictures. His wife 
has lived at Clairvaux and has been allowed to 
spend six hours every day with him. Had it 
not been for this, he told me, he would have 
died long ago. I mentioned to the Prince the 
probability of his release. He was much 
pleased atit. If set free, he said, he would 
either go to Geneva and rejoin Reclus, in order 
to assist in the completion of the latter's Un- 
versal Geography, or he would go to England 
and devote himself exclusively to literature 
and science. Atany rate, be would not med- 
dle with political matters again. 

A LEGISLATIVE MOB. 

In truth, then, President Grévy has been re- 
elected. But it cannot be said that it was done 
“decently and in order.“ Indeed, a more dis- 
graceful scene I do not remember to have wit- 
nessed in the French Parliament than that 
which was caused by the onsiaught of the 
various Conservative leaders upon their oppo- 
nents. It was made all the worse by the fact 
that the Conservative varty in the Chamber 
contains many members of the nobility, who 
are constantly lamenting the brutality of Re- 
pubjican manners and praying for a return of 
the old court politeness. Bah! A mob of 
Believille “ Reds could not behave worse 
than did these perfumed aristocrats! They 
pat their impotent fury largely upon N. 


Leroyer, who was the presiding officer. This 
geutiemwan is aged and in feeble health, but is 
deserving of the highest respect for his char- 
acter and ability. But be was assailed with a 
perfect storm of the coarsest and most brutal 
insults. M. Baudry d@’ Asson began it. He comes 
from La Vendee, and of course is an extreme 
Royalist. He is a big, brawny, maniy-looking 
fellow, with a powerful voice. Withal he is 
usually good-natured and on the best of terms 
with every one. But be has a hot temper and 
is apt to let it get the better of him. Certamly 
he did so Dec. 28. He shouted at M. Leroyer, 
-“Thisis an unlawful Assembly! Sit down! 
You have no right to address us! Then 
Cuneo d' Ornano sprang up. He 1s a Corsican, 
fat and bald. He addressed the presiding of- 
ficer as a ** loathsome living corpse’’ and ‘* jaii- 
bird. Then Paul de Cassagnac cried: “A 
corpse! He should be embalmed! He would 
make a divine mummy! To all these remarks 
M. Leroyer was apparently deaf. Certainly be 
maintained a dignified attitude. Presently 
Baron de Lambertye joined the mob and 


yelled, Canale! at Leroyer, and 
the Due de la Rochefoucauld-Bis- 
acci added ‘*Driveling dotard!’’ and 


**Besotted imbecile!” Still Leroyer was deaf, 
and only looked witb a faint smiie of contempt 
upon the howling throng. He performed the 
function of addressing the Assembly and stat- 
ing the manner in which the balloting would 
be held. Not a word could be heard for the 
tumult. But presently the urns to receive the 
votes were brought out. Then the Conserva- 
tives saw that cheir attempt at obstruction was 
in vain, arid with a final roar of hatred and de- 
flance they flocked out of the hall, refusing to 
take part in the election. A few of them re- 
turned later to bear M. Leroyer announce the 
result, and Baudry d’Asson gave a parting 
sbot, shoutimg,* **Canailie!”’ while Cassagnac 
howled at the Republicans, I insult you all. 
and defy you to fight me! This challenge no 
one had the ill-taste to accept. 
BRISSON’S DOWNFALL. 

As was predicted, immediately upon the re- 
election of M. Grévy the Brisson Ministry 
resigned. M. Brisson is now a ruined man, po- 
litically. Two years ago, as President of the 
Chamber, be was rewarded as the coming 
statesman of France. He persistentiy refused 
to become Premier, not wishing to get into en- 
tanglements that might injure his chances of 
securing the Presidency. He was very gener- 
ally looked upon as certain to be M. Grévy’s 
successor. He was very reluctant—indeed, at 
first flatly refused—to form a Cabiuet after 
the downfall of Ferry. But M. Grévy appealed 
to his patriotism and told him that the grow- 


ing power of the Movarchists would 
seriously menace the Republic unless 
he would form a government. So at last. 


for the sake of the Republic, he yielded. That 
very day | beard him. talking with a friend, 
paraphrase Coriolanus, saying: “I bave, per- 
haps, saved the Republie; but I have certainly 
sacrificed myselt.“ He made the same remark 
to M. Grévy, and the prediction is now ful- 
filled. He took office under orders to carry 
out M. Ferry's vicious policy. Ali France was 
opposed to that policy and it was impossible 
to carry it out. M. Brisson knew this. But 
be was obedient to duty—and to M. Grévy. He 
tried in good faith to finish up to the best ad- 
vantage the bad business in which Ferry had 
involved France. But he failed. And now 
France holds him responsible for it all and 
rewards him as being just as culpable 
as M. Ferry himself. This M. Brisson 
fully realizes, and he looks upon himself now 
as politically dead. M. Grévy recks not, how- 
ever. He is as complacent and self-satisfied as 
ever, and lets his son-in-law, Daniel Wilson, 
rule at the Elysse even more than ever. M. 
and Mme. Wilson are now invariabiy the pub 
lic social representatives of the President. But 
it cannot be said that they are popular. In- 
deed, they are quite generally disiiked, and 
much of that dislike is reflected upon M. Grévy 
himself. M. Wilson bas a sister, Mme. Pelouze, 
who is very weaithy and aspires to shine in the 
literary world. She is spending this winter 
yachting on the rivers and canais of Southern 
France, and will write a book descriptive of 
her wanderings.

Lilacs were Gambetta’s favorit flow- 
ers. The grounds of bis Ville d Avray home 
were thickly planted with them, and a tiny 
spray of the white blossoms formed his favorit 
buttonbole decoration. thousands of vis- 
jtors y@sterday merely filed through the room 
in silence and with uncovered heads, bowing 
reverently as they passed the foot ot the bed. 
Many former friends of the statesman also 
went to visit his grave at Nice. M. Etienne, 
the Algerian Deputy, bore thither a splendid 
wreath of laureis and white lilacs and placed it 
upon the tomb. 


M. SIMON’S PRONUNCI 

M. Jules Simon bas created a sensation. 
Every one is talkmmg of the article by bim in 
Le Matin a few days ago. His text was the de- 
cline of patriotism in France. Why,“ be 
asked, is the flame of patriotism now less ar- 
dent? No longer do we see those lofty ideas, 
that spirit of sacrifice, that boundiess disinter- 
estedness that marked the Kepublic’s early 
years. Hatred and ambition have gained sway. 
On every side we see nothing but cliques and 
meanness. Even the national embiem seems 
to be the flag ot a party, not of a people.“ The 
Touguin business, M. Simon argues, was a fight 
for power and plunder. The new Conscription 
law is a blow at the clergy and educated classes 
which will only weaken France; faithful pub- 
lic servants are snubbed and knaves pro- 
moted;: religion is being eliminated from 
every place under Government control by so- 
called Liberals, who are more fanatical and 
bigoted than evec were the priests of the Mid- 
dle Ages; and the people are bemg crushed 
with taxation to fill the pockets of dishonest 
politicians. ‘*God! Country! Liberty!’’ con- 
cludes M. Simon. We cannot take a word 
from this trinity without forsaking the glorious 
bistory of the past, without menacing our fut- 
ure destiny, without morally mutilating 
France. Beware! The skepticism now invad- 
ing our politics, religion, philosophy, art, liter- 
ature is a foe more deadly than that of 1871.“ 
The high honor in which this great scholur is 
justly held gives his words weight. Now more 
than 70 years old, be is as active and sharp- 
eyed as iu bis youth, and takes as keen an 
interest in public affairs as when he was 
looked upon as M. Thiers’ probable suc- 
cessor in the Presidency. From the time of 
his entry into public life asa member of the 
Constituent Assembly of 1848 to the present, 
M. Simon's has been the one great voice of 
France for education, morals, and the eleva- 
tion of the people. He bas always been a man 
of marked independence. Napoleon III. tried 
bard to win him over to the Minister of In- 
struction 10 1861 or 1862. A salary of $20,000 a 
year, a splendid house (rent free), the personal 
patronage of the Empress, and numerous other 
flattering bribes were offered to him. He was 
then a poor man. I am not in want ot a sit- 
lation as lackey,”’ he said soornfully. ‘* Under 
a free government I would prize such an of- 
fice as giving me opportunity of doing good. 
But under the present régime I would be the 
mere puppet of a higher functionary. I will 
not accept any such place.“ 

SARAH’S GORGEOUS GOWNS. 

I must close this letter with a radical change 
of subject. It would not be complete without 
some mention of Sarah Bernhardt’s perform- 
ance in Victor Hugo's drama, Marion De- 
lorme.“ This is one of the poorest of Hugo's 
works, but he was always anxious for Sarah to 
take it up. She has done 80. I doubt not that 
it will have a successful run, for it is a showy, 
sensational piece, of the character now most 
popular here, and itt Bas been splendidly 
mounted and intrusted to a carefully-seiected 
company of the best players in Paris. Sarah 
was quite ill the opening night, and so did not 
play with her customary spirit. But her 
dresses were superb, and that fact goes a long 
way in making amends for poor playing. In- 
deed, to show how much attention is paid to 
dress, I may say that some of the leading 
papers devoted a column each to descriptions 
of Sarah's costumes, while the acting was dis- 
missed with two or three Let me 
cull some of the gems for the benefit of 
American modistes. Ip first act—a boudoir 
bed-chamber—Sarah wore a yellow satin skirt 
trimmed with antique venetian lace, gold, and 
pearis; a yellow veivet robe, trimmed with gola 
cord; a pink ribbon sash, and a turquois 
brooch. Sue wore ail through the play the 
same coiffure, her own hair, dyed very light. 
cut short, and cursed closely. The second act 
is at the door of a wine-shop and gambling- 
den in the slums. Sarah appeared in an 
iron-gray damask skirt trimmed with steel- bead 
lace; a gray robe correspondingly trimmed; 
a large ruff; a purpie velvet cloak and hood! 
In the third act she was disguised as a strolling 
actress, and wore a skirt and jacket of moss- 
green silk, a scarf of green cashmere, a girdie 
of gems, a broad brimmed gray felt hat, 
with long green and pink feathers, and 
a crimson-veivet cloak lined with yellow satin. 
Tn the fourth act the costume was a Vandyke 
one, with black-satin skirt trimmed with biack 
chenilie and diamonds, collar and cuffs of rich 
antique point lace, and a perfect blaze of dia- 
monds from head to foot. The last act showed 
ber in pure white satin and silk, trimmed pro- 
fusely with siiver embroidery. The current 
remark on the boulevards is that M. Worth is 
the greatest dramatist of the age.

THEY DON’T LIKE PUBLICITY, 


A PROSPECT THAT PRIZE-FIGHTING IN THE 
NEW YORK ATHLETIC CLUB WILL BE DONE 
AWAY WITH. 

New Tonk, Jan. 16.—/Special.|—Prize- 
fighting has caused a row in the Athletic Club, 
which is the largest and richest gymnastic or- 
ganization in America, with anewand mag- 
nificent house in a tashionable quater. In this 
building the pugilists have lately had a refuge 
from the police, who have compelled them to 
be so gentle in hall exhibitions that the en- 
counters have lost all attractive qualities. In 
the Athietic Club's house, however, several 
bioody, bruising, downright earnest batties 
have taken place, with the hard fists only cov- 
ered by thin gloves and nothing lacking to 
render the sport genuine of its kind. Accounts 
of these doings appear at full length in the 
newspapers, and pow the police give notice 
that they will force an entrance 
whenever they believe that a prize-fight 
is in progress, stop the slugging, and arrest 
everybody present.. In this strait some of the 
members wish to prevent the reporting of such 
events; but that cannot be easily done, be- 
cause seventeen reporters, besides several edit- 
ors, belong to the club and have paid their 
share of the $200,000 which the property bas 
cost. The controversy is cen upon a 
proposed by-law forbidding members to divulge 
anything that goes on; but such rules have 
availed notbing in the fashionabie social clubs, 
every one of which has numerous members 
who are concerned by investment or occupa- 
uon in journalism. In a recent instance ut the 
Union Club, when two young feliows fought in 
the billiard-room as late as II o’ciock at night, 
five papers bad circumstantial accounts next 
morning. An investigation was ordered, but 
it was tound that if expuision was to be made 
the penalty of divulging the facts no less than 
eleven rather influential members would be 
lost. Two were editors, four were stockhoid- 
ers in papers, and the rest had hastened 
through friendship to convey the news into 
newspaper offices, The upshot will probably 
be that prize-fignting must cease in the Ath- 
letic Club.

The occa- 
sion arises primarily out of the meeting of the 
National Committee of the Irish National 
League. who have been called together here to 

take action concerning the postponement of 
” the convention set for the same date and place. 
The impossibility of Mr. Parsell’s absenting 
himself from Parliament during this month 
and the inexpediency of his permitting any of 
chief lieutenants to come in his place, as every 
vote is needed in the contest at band in West- 
minster, made necessary the fixing of another 
date than that set by Mr. Parnell bimself. 
It is now believed that the result of the elec- 

= ; 

tions ia Great Britain are more favorable to 
his ends than he expected when authorizing 
Jan. 20 as the day of meeting his feliow-coun- 
trymen in Chheago. He knew that Parliament 
woud then be in session, and it is argued that, 
bad he anticipated the close baiance of the 
British parties, be would not bave contem- 
plated coming to the United States during the 
critical opening session. However this may 
be, neither he nor the other foremost men of 
his party can come for the present; and Mr. 
Harrington, Secretary of the Irish National 
League and one of the members for Dublin, 
cabled President Egan suggesting the post- 
ponement of the American Nationa: Conven- 
tion until a later date, when a delegation from 
the home organization can attend. The meet- 
ing of the National Executive Committee is vo 
consider this subject in all its bearings. 

THE FIRST MEETING SINCE THE ELECTIONS. 

The oceasion is necessarily one of pride and 
enthusiasm to the officers and rank and file of 
the National League in this country. It is 
their first meeting since the elections. It was 
the American League that enabled Mr. Parnell 
and the Irish people to achieve their victory 
over Tories and Liberals combined and to se- 
cure the balance of power in the Hoyse of 
Commors. The league remittances covered 
the entire expenses, which aggregated nearly 
$100,000; and this at a ume when the great 
mass of the industrious Irisb- Americans, upon 
whom rehance must be placed for steady and 
substantial fidelity to the national cause, were 
themseives not so well off as in former 
years.

All 
the money collected by its branches goes di- 
rectly to the National Treasurer, and is by him 
publicly acknowledged and directly remitted to 
the National Treasurer designated by Mr. Par- 
nell. 

A MAN WITH A CAREER. 

The speakers Wednesday evening will be ex- 
clusively “outsiders,” the Chicago League 
leaders desiring to confer the bonors of the 
evening on the visitors.

THE WEEK IN IRELAND. 


If the advocacy of home rule by Mr. Rus- 
kin evoked some amüsement in England. the 
opposition thereto by Mr. Lecky, as announced 
in Tun Tripune’s cablegrams during the 
week, will fill Ireland with amazement and will 
furnish readers of history everywhere with 
curious speculation. For, more than any other 
living man not enghged in. politics, Mr. Lecky 
is responsible for the best arguments extant in 
favor of the legislative independence of his 
native country. He is a Dubliner and was born 
in 1838. His education was obtained chiefly at 
Trinity College, from which be was graduated 
with the Master's degree in 1863. Two years 
previously be published with no name on the 
title page. Leaders of Public Opinion in Ire- 
land —a series of trenchant and effective es- 
says on Swift, Flood, Grattan, and O Connell. 
The volume made a lively stir and was attrib- 
uted to Gavan Duffy, A. M. Sullivan, and 
other distinguished Irish weiters. It was soon 
hinted that the unknown author was a Trinity 
man whose eager spirit would revive the tradi- 
tions of Nationalism which had been left in 
Coilege Green by Wolf Tone, the Emmets, 
Grattan, Curran, Davis, John Blake Dillon, 
and John Mitchel; and great was the joy in the 
Irish Capital. The work is a splendid specimen 
of political writing and compresses in smail 
space information enough to convert a gener- 
ation, it facts could make converts. The author 
did not avow hjs progeny, however, until the 
unanimity of favorabie criticisnu. haa lifted 
him into a high position in literature; nor did 
he then ally himself with any party. His 
studies were to be in another direction; and 
when heard from again, Mr. Lecky had written 
“The History of the Rise and Influence of the 
Spirit ot Rationaliem in Europe, which was 
followed by his History of Buropean Morals 
from Augustus to . Charlemagne.” His 
latest work, “A History of England 
in the Bighteenth Century,.“ was written 
largely in the library of the British Museum. 
It only broadens and deepens the argument in 
favor of Ireland governing herself. The pict- 
ure be draws of the destruction of all industry 
in Ireland by English iegisiation and commer- 
cial intrigue is powerful and appalimg; and 
his exposure of the misstatements and sup- 
pressions of facts by Froude left the latter in 
asorry plight. But social contact with Eu- 
glishmen had a profound effect on the Irish- 
man. Froude’s prosecutor became his com- 
panion, and to him Lecky bas intrusted all the 
material for his own biography. They are 
often to be seen togetber in London, walking 
with the familiar air of old and confidential 
friends, and one of them, Lecky, is manifestly 
indifferent to the gaze of interest which every 
one caste upon two whose intimacy is as 
remarkable as their position in literature. 
Lecky is of medium hight, biue-eyed, brown- 
baired, dresses somewhat crelesiy, and has 
the general appearance of a man absorbed in 
inteilecthal care and uneonscious of persona! 
propriety. He is moody even to dreariness, 
dry and caustic when out of smilés, and bis 
tace bas a yellow flabbiness suggestive of bad 
digestion and good appetite. He is rarely seen 
in Dublin of lete years. His habits are well 
known to be eccentric, and his antagonism to 
home rule will be set down te crankiness 
caused in part by Froude and in part by a mor- 
bid liver.

to Lord Wolseley. Like the Duke of Wellinge- 


of December (which in Australasia is equiva- 
lent to the 9th of June in Europe or the United 
States), on a summer morning, therefore, we 
leaned over the railon the hurricane deck of 
the Mararoa and watched the sun rise over 
Mount Eden. It developed, as the photogra- 
phers would say, the bay city of New Zealand. 
Sprinkied over the slope of the mountain and 
along the shores of the harbor Auckland lies 
cradied in a score of hills inclosed by a family 
of mountains, most of them extinct volcanoes, 
amongst which the ocean creeps through inlets 
from all sides. Seen from the summit of Eden 
it forms a panorama of land and water of sur- 
passing loveliness. 

We slipped away from the wharf, and, round- 
ing the bill that shuts in the harbor, sped 
northward between the romantic coast 06 New 
Zealand on the left and a row of islands on the 
right, called the Barrier Reef. As soon as we 
can safely emerge trom this archipelago we 
shall strike off to the northeast inte the Pacific 


Ocean and point our course to tlie first stage 
of our voyage. The distance to San Francisco 


is 5.958 miles, which is performed in three 
heats: First heat is run to the Island of Tu- 
tulia, distant 1,650 miles; the second from Tu- 
tulia to Honolulu, 2,208 miles; the third from 
Honolulu to San Fraacisco, 2,100 miles. We 
hope to make it in eighteen or nineteen days. 

The summer morning, ali mauve and gold, 
dawned on the South Pacific as we emerged 
into the ocean, and then a blush was spread 
over the army of mountains that stretch away 
behind us to the South and West; victors in 
the Titanic struggle between land and sea that 
occurred ages ago, when New Zealand was up- 
heaved and torn out of the azure main. The 
mountains lie camped on that field of battle, 
while a chain of smoking volcanoes like grim 
sentinels seem to stand on watch around this 
Britain of the South, 

* Yes, sir, said a yoice behind us. That's 
so! ain't it a pity such a likely place should be 
fixed, right here, on the wrong side of the 
Pacific? *’ 

I turned, and found along figure clad in a 
linen duster standing ciose to my shoulder. 

es, sir,” he continued, in a dreamy way, 
as if pursuing a conversation of long standing, 
I've been through them islands, from Dunedin 
to Russell. I've took em putty much all in 
(what there ts of em) and—weill. They've got

I recognized the type. The United States 
man stood reveaied—as ican as the bird of 
freedom, bis small keen head on a gaunt neck 
—eager—was all fibre, self-assertion, ana moral 
resistance. His face presented a network of 
minute wrinkles, amidst which two shrewd 
little eyes trickied over with latent bumor, and 
bis mouth drawn down at the corners, seemed 
to repress a chronic smile. He looked a cross 
between Leatherstocking and Abraham Lin- 
coln. 

I presume you have done the islands?“ said 
I, invitingly. 

“ Well, [guess I've looked em over, redu- 
cing bis eyes to a focus as he swept the borizon, 
seemingly to reward New Zealand as if it were 
a parce! of goods he was likely to buy. Natur, 
I make 
no account of their gold and silver, but here's 
nigh ou 3,000 miles of coast, and there's not a 
quarter-section in the islands that hes more 
than sixty miles from a port. There's mount- 
ains of fair coal and useful minerals. There's 
as rich a sile as a man needs to turn over: 
plenty of wood and water, and a climate as the 
white man thrives in. It is goin’ to be the 
maritime boss of this side of creation—you may 
bet your sweet life on that! Yes, sir, that’s 
what's the matter with New Zealand. Ef I'd 
ha’ seen it before it got started I'd ha’ liked to 
bave a hack at it myselt!“ 

I ventured to observe that a general impres- 
sion prevailed about the colony baving gone 
too fast ahead, and great depression was the 
consequence of a too rapid development. 

“ Nat’rally, quite 80. replied my fellow- 
traveler. Hoopin’cough, measies, mumps, 
and other complaints growin’ kids are bound 
to have. (The States had em ali—bad.) It is 
all along of growin’. Now just see this craft 
we are on—this Mary Roarer! What 
right bas New Zealand with a doat 
like this? What a piece of extrava- 
gance! Three thousand tons! Built of steel. 
double cased, she has an inside skin, and en- 
gines as fine as chronometers. She is lighted 
by electricity, furnished and fitted better than 
avy of the Cunard or White Star vessels. I've 
been through them all, and there ain't one of 
them that for finish and styie is fit to lle in a 
dock alongside of her! What was she built 
for? Why, for the coasting trade of New 
Zealand.“ 

“Sbe does seem to be out of all proportion 
to the wants of the colony.“ 

Proportion cried the American, propor- 
tion, sir, be darned! The company that built 
this boat has thirty-two vessels in their fleet, 
doing a coasting and intercolonial trade!— 
thirty-two vessels, figuring up 34,000 tons. 
Then there. is another company here fits out 
five ocean steamers trading direct with En- 
giand—measuring 21.000 tons! Then there 
is a third company with five more 
ocean steamers measurme 24,000 tons; 
bay 80,000 tons of steam shipping to 
serve a population of 480,000 souls, all 
toid—jest about one-half the population of my 
native city, Philadelphia. Now jest figure on 
that awhile and do a sum in proportion. It is 
jest one ton for every six inhabitants. If 
Great Britain wanted to match with these 
islands she'd have to put up six millions of tons 
of steam shipping!” 

„Aud to think,” I suggested, “that fifty 
years ayo this place produced nothing but 
savages.” 

“That is how to put it, sir. Wild men, like 
other productions of the wilderness, is very 
picturesque and sentimental, but they bev got 
to get when we make a clearing. Where the 
white man sets bis foot the red man and the 
biack man disappear.”’

universal. I don’t suffer geasickness my- 
self, but I have had the care of those who do, 
and have seen what a terror it is. 

lt is a sample ef your good old times!“ re- 
plied our friend, the Judge, It seems I had 
spoken my thoughts aloud. He was emerging 
from the regions below, boiding a tumbler halt 
full of cocktail, which he proposed to inquire 
into at bis leisure while taking his morning 
bath of air. 

Replying to the remark of the Judge, I said: 
Lou do not seem to value the good old times 
very highly.“ 

No. sir, I do not, Lam 67 years old, and 
can just remember the shank end of them good 
old times—what was left of ‘em—and I ain't 
stuck on them—not a mossel. We folks are 
grander, sweeter, more humane than our 
fethers were. We know each other better, 
There is less ignorance, so there is less preju- 
dice. The worst things about us are what re- 
main of them good old times. All that is faulty 
about this new ship is what she gets from the 
old-fashioned ways of the past. There is that 
mighty fine saloon below there, ocoupy- 
ing the dest place on the vessel 
what for? To accommodate 200 people at one 
sitting—so they may feed like animals at a 
trough, and feed badly, because, if on sbore, 
at such places as the London Tavern and Free- 
mason Hall, built expressly to give grand ban- 
quets, it has been found impossible to give 
good food and good servive toso0 many at once; 
if the dinners at these places be so notoriously 
bad, how can a steam-vessel succeed where 
they fail? But if they could, passengers at sea 
are mostly affected more or less with disor- 
dered stomachs, or at least with disor- 
dered appetites. They desire particular food, 
and to be served just when they can eat. To 
herd them in at fixed times and shovel before 
them greasy, ili-cooked food, amidst seurry 
and clatter, is as thoughtiess and improvident 
as itisinbuman. But it is wasteful, besides! 
Two hundred uinners must be provided daily, 
because, in case of fine weather, the whole 
list may appear at table. If it turns out 
rough, twenty passengers sit down, and 180 
meals that were prepared are thrown away. 
If the restaurant practice were established, 
such as is usual on every street in 
New York or Paris, and passengers or- 
dered their meals at such hours as they 
pleased, no more food would be cooked 
than was required. As the meals would 
be spread over the day, only a few persons 
would occupy the saloon at the same time, 
fewer waiters would be required, and the din- 
ner would be better cooked and better served. 
Of course two kitchens would be required, one 
for the saloon and the other for the second- 
class passengers. The saloon itself need not 
be larger than the central portion, under the 
skylight and its ventilating shafts. The sides 
of the saloon might be spaced into 
eight or ten large family staterooms, 
to accommodate families that now are 
obliged to be séattered. When such a 
common-sensical arrangement is proposed, we 
are met with the excuse, ‘O! It would upset 
all the usages of the ship! O! It could not 
be done! It would not work!" It is them 
darned ‘good old times’ that are biocking the 
gangway of progress. The best tum I see 
about them is that they are past—I wish they 
were buried. But we keep their old carcasses 
above ground. We lay them out in state!“ 

“Then,” said I, laughing at the tirade, “ you 
have not much respect for our national monu- 
ment—* the fine oid English gentieman, one of 
the olden time! 

“I dare say the gentieman was fairly good, 
but he lived in abad old time. That filled him 
choke full of prejudice and vanity. Conscien- 
tious, doubie-breasted oid humbug! Well-be- 
havea, no doubt, but too condescending, stiff, 
and self-conceited for me. I have no use for 
bim. I guess such old squires were scarce 
anyway, and lived chiefly in song. There goes 
that all-fired oid gong again! Glad there is no- 
body sick on board—it saves swearin’.”” And 
down he plunged into the saloon. 


The monotony of the fine weather continues 
day after day. The record of our speed is 821 
miles the first day, 314 the secoad, 310 the third. 
We have gained the region of the trade winds, 
and we bowl along with little or no perceptibie 
movement. The long, heaving sweill of the 
ocean is so gentle that it does not serve to 
move objects on the table, such as an orange 
that lies beside my paper as | write, where it 
has been for two days. It is probable we shall 
not encounter any rough weather until we 
reach the equator and enter the Northern 
Hemispbere —when we have to cross the belt— 
about the lech. 

I beiieve that the Mararoa could maintain an 
average of 325 miles per day (the vessel has 
made 360), but the Captain remarked that be 
might ease ber off in the .tropics, as he had 
no orders to push ber, and in the absence of 
particuiar instructions he feit obliged to abide 
by ber contract time. So we are only to jog 
along. 

For what reason is the Red Sea route from 
London to Australia preferred tothis route via 
San Francisco? Let us compare them. Start- 
ing from London we travel by rail to Dover; 
thence by boat to Calais; thence by rail 
to Brindisi; tence dy boat to Alex 
andria across the Mediterranean; thence 
by boat down the Red Sea 
and across the Indian Ocean te Ceylon; thence 
to Adelaide, Melbourne, and Sydney. Time, 
forty-one days. It bas been done, I believe, in 
thirty-eight. The Indian Ocean is rough, the 
Red Sea is a terror, and the Mediterranean an 
uncomfortable passage. There is absolutely 
nothing to see en route. It is nota voyage that 
can be broken anywhere. 

Starting from London by the western route, 
the traveler goes by rail to Liverpool; thence 
by steamer to New York; thence by rail to San 
Francisco; thence by steamer to Honolulu, 
Auckland, and Sydney—or, if he 
pleases, direct from San Francisco 
to Sydney — time, thirty - six days, 
which may be easily reduced to twenty-eight 
in the foliowing manner: The time now occu- 
pied in sailing from Sydney to San Francisco is 
twenty-three days. The vesseis employed are 
slow, averaging under 300 miles a day; the 
Atiancic steamers average 400. Repiace these 
slow steamers by the Alaska and Arizona and 
reduce the time to filteen or sixteen days. 
Let the American transcontinental railways 
agree torun a Pacific Mail express and convey 
the passengers and mails across the continent 
in five days instead of six. By these means the. 
time will be reduced to twenty-eight days. 

At present the route via San Francisco is 
neglected by the public because it has been 
poorly managed. traffic is insufficient to 
pay: therefore a handsome subvention would 
be required to maintain it until its advantages 
become manifest. They seem to be these: 

First—The time of accomplishing the jour- 
ney can be made shorter than by any other 


piorer—ly ing 
in wait for us. There is no port bere (that can 
be seen at any rate); but we lie off a pietur- 
esque mountainous isie, cio wood 
and palm trees. A queer casoe, with an 

Outrigged float, like a Malay prahu, 

comes paddiing toward us, in whieh three 

natives are seated—fine-iooking fellows, full of 
good-humor; their boat looks like a buge in- 
sect. The cutter from Samoa, an 

group, to take our mais and two passengers, 
is seen approaching us, but as she is some 
miles off we steam down to meet ber. Wepick 
up ber boat, transter bags, baggage, and men 
into the cockle-shell, and then we sweep away 
on our course 

Day follows day, and we approach the equa- 
tor; thermometer steady at 84° on deck, 86° to 
87° in the staterooms. The weather is 80 love- 
ly that some of us cause mattresses to be 
brought on deck and sleep there. The nights 
are free from dews. The promenade deck of 
the Mararoa is under shed, and is lighted from 
end to end by electric lights, by wh.ch one can 
read with as perfect ease as in day heut. 

Wednesday—Latitude 0! 
line! Thermometer 81° on deck at midday, 
wind from the northeast. I feel chilly enough 
to put on a thicker waistcoat. The water in 
my bath, hier was tepid yesterday, is sen- 
sibiy- colder today. The ground swell—the 
breathing of the ocean—is slightly heavier. 
The wind m the afternoon comes round to 
east. The last twenty-four hours’ run was 
Only 288 miles. 

During Wednesaay nignt we were sensible 
that something was amiss with the engines: 
each beat was a resonantthump. At 6 o'clock 
Thureday morning we stopped. The weather 
was calm, but an uneasy heaving sea 
on -the beam caused the vessel to 
roll enough to disturb and delay the 
engineers at their work. The stoppage 
lasted eight hours, and we lost thereby 100 
miles, But we were amused by the efforts of 
the crew to catch the sharks that swarmed 
around the ship. Five or six were hoosed; 
three were landed. Furt of a suit of clothes 
was found inside the monsters, but the owner 
was missing. 

At 2 p. m. we were off again. Ugiy signs in 
the northeast promised a blow.“ And when 
it came it left, as the French sar, nothing to 
be desired. The Mararoa seemed the only un- 
concerned party present, taking tittle notice 
of a brisk gale and a bead sea. Oregon, 
Alaska, and Arizona are steady boats in heavy 
weatner, but this ship could hold her own with 
any of them. 

Friday morning, 6 a. m.—The gaie coatinues. 
I visit the engine-room. They are making sev- 
enty-four revolutions to the minute. We seem 
to be traveling about eleven miles an hour. 
As I write this there is not motion enough to 
cause us the least inconve:nience—nothing is 

moved in my cabin. There is no seasickness 
or discomfort yet among the passengers. Much 
of this ease of motion is perbaps due to the 
system of water ballast introduced into the 
Mararoa. Longitudinal tron tanks, div ded 
into sections, are disposed on each s de of the 
bi.ges from stem to stern, and, bem under the 
control of the engineer, they can be flied or 
emptied, throwing the ballast on either side or 
forward or aft. We are now facing a head 
sea and a smart gale. Sixty tons of ballast are 
let in aft. This brings the ship down by the 
stern and lifts her forward, so wecan put on 
full speed without sbipping heavy seas, and 
the screw, well sunk, takes better bold of the 
water and is less subject to “racing.” As the 
coal is used at the rate of fifty tons a day, the 
ship is lightened daily to that extent. So on 
arriving in San Francisco sbe would bave di- 
gested 1,000 tons, and, rising several feet in the 
water, would be somewhat unsteady; but, by 
replacing the weight of coal with an ade- 
quate weight of water ballast, she is adjusted 
and reguiated to any draught required. 

Friday nigut— The adverse gale continues; 
Capt. Edie looks annoyed. Weare wearily 900 
miles from Honolulu, where be expects to ar- 
rive Sunday night. If we sicht the island be- 
fore Monday at sundown we shall be fortunate. 
No one seems, however, to be eager to ascer- 
tain the daily rua of the ship or to manifest 
any desire to shorten the voyage. Eating, 
smoking, drinking, reading, conversing, sleep- 
ing—the time steais by very pieasantiy. There 
is something recuperative in this enforced 
idleness. 

The Judge took me on a tour of inspection 
through the second-class cabins ana Saloons 
aft. The staterooms are like those on the 
Cunard Line enjoyed by the first-class passen- 
gers. The fittings are simiar; each stateroom 
has an eletric light. We went into the stern 
where it oversaiis the rudder post, we were di- 
rectly over the screw. Very littl more Vibra- 
tion was felt than in any other part of the ship. 
The ventilation of these cabins, was, we agreed, 
better than in those forward, which we, the 
first-class passengers, occupied. 

Saturday—A bright, cloudiess day, The long 
and booming seas roll in from the north. There 
is not and bas not been sufficient wind to c- 
count for this disturbance. Capt. Edie thinks 
we are feeling the tall of astorm which has 
prevailed in our nemhborhood. The ladies 
seated on deck enjoying the seascape remark 
that the Pacific rough weather bas not the 
wicked temper of the Atlantic, but I furmise 
that much of our easy motion is due to the 
model of the ship. She is 42 feet in beam and 
320 in length; she basa keel 18 inches deep, 
and is furnished with two bilges projecting 
two feet, giving her, in fact. three keels. 
These bilge keels possibly reduce ber speed, 
but may contribute in au important manner 
to give her the steadiness we appreciate. 

Sunday—There surely must have been some 
severe disturbance round about here lately. 
The wind is very light, and bas been so for the 
last twenty-four hours. The skies are cloud- 
less, but the moving mountains of water con- 
tinue, some coming in abead from the north, 
others from the east, causing a confused sea. 

Avothber sigo: A large bird, of the crane 
species, weary of wing, trailing jts long legs, 
flew around the vessel without venturing to 
alight. It looxed as if it had been blown aw 
from land. The Island of Hawaii lies to win 
ward, northeast, about 300 miles. We cannot 
reach Honolulu until tomorrow (Monday) aft- 
ernoon. Our speed during these head-seas 
was: 222 miles Thursday, when we stopped for 
eight hours; 250 Friday; 259 Saturday; today 
(Sunday), 249. A lovely day, cool, cloudless; 
the sea is going down.

Daly's revival of The Merry Wives, and 
those who have long memories will wish to 
compare the performance with that given at 
the little? Fifth Avenue Theatre in Twenty- 
fourth street more than thirteen years azo, 
when more of the flavor of old comedy was se- 
cured by the presence of Davidge, Le Moyne, 
Whiting, and Fanny Morant among the actors.

Mies Dreher also, as Mistress 
Page, is obviously too young to be the mother 
of Miss Kingdon as Sweet Anne Page. Both 
of these ladies are charming enough, however, 
to make one forget the diecrepancy. Mr. Gil- 
bert works bard with the broken -English of 
Dr. Caius, and Mr. Leclercq struggies man- 
fully with the pribbies and prabbies of good 
Sir Hugh. Their efforts were rewarded with 
much laughter last evening, and once Mr. Gil- 
bert was recalled in the middle of a scene. 
But the humor of both lacks spontaneity. Mr. 
Fisher as Falstaff is an imposing figure to the 
eye, and is much humor and force in bis 
acting. In scene with Dame. Quickly last 
evening he was capital, but at other points he 
seemed hardly to retain his hold. Mr. Drew 
was correct and effective in expressing the 
doubts and fears of Master Ford, but scarcely 
formidabie in bis moments of passion. Mr. 
Skinner was graceful and inoffensive as Master 
Page, while on the other hand Mr. Jobn Moore 
as Justice Shallow was feebie and inarticulate. 
Mr. Frederick Bond gave reality to the boister- 
ous humor of Mine Host, but Mr. George 
Parkes was as meek as a lamb as Ancient Pis- 
tol; Mr. John Wood made a good impression 
as that vague “soldier of fortune, Corporal 
Nym, but Mr. Hamilton Bell was a callow, 
timid Fenton. A bit was made by Bijou’ Fer- 
nandez as Faistaff’s page. “The Merry 
Wives bas not been put forward for a long 
run, and while it is visible it will afford much 
gratification to the frequenters of Mr. Daly's 
popular theatre. They will admire the deft- 
ness with which he has condensed the iner 
dents of the play and quickened the action, 
and the intelligent efforts of the players will 
be duly appreciated.

MUSIC. 


THE HOPEKIRK RECITALS AND THEIR IN- 
FLUENCE UPON MUSICAL TASTS. 

Speaking of the Hopekirk piano recitals a 
prominent musician lately expressed the opin- 
lon that they would do more for musical taste 
‘than any recitals previously given in Chicago. 
It is quite likely that this opinion is well found- 
ed, Atleast, it has two points it ite favor. 
The first is the strehgth of the playing in 
purely musical qualities, and the absence of all 
pretense of virtuosity or desire of creating a 
sensation by means of brilliant play- 


ing. The prevailing “build” of Mme. 
Hopekirk’s playing may de  cbharacter- 
ized in three words: it u intelligent, simple, 
and heart-felt. The simplicity is so great that 
for many bearers it conceals the depth of the 
intelligence which presides over the exquisitly 
subtle and complicated gradauons of expres- 
sion required in such works as the Schuma na 
Fantasia and Etudes Sympboniques. It is pieas- 
ant to be able to say that while the admirabie 
simplicity of this artist may bave obscured ber 
greatness from those who expect the kingdom 
of heaven to come with much observation and 
sound of trumpets it has not hindered the 
financial success of the recitals, nor the warm 
appreciation of the important works whi 
she bas brought forward. With regard to d 
former it may be said that these recitals, en- 
tirely unhelped by wire-pulling managers or 
piano-selling interests, have been better pa- 
trovized than any other four piano recitals 
ever given in thie city, saving possibly those 
of Bülow and Rubinstein. <As to apprecia- 
tion Mme. Hopekirk expresses herself as 
agreeably disappointed in the capacity of her 
Chicago audiences for receiving large works. 
In this respect she finds them better than 
her Boston audiences, the latter excelling in 
their appreciation of the smaller works, such 
as average students usually study. The reazon 
of this is to be found in the greater activity of 
mind, and particularily of imagination, here 
than in Boston and in the smalier degree of 
technical cultivation. The second reason for 
anticipating good results to follow these con- 
certs is found in the fact that the material of 
the audiences is more cultivated ana student- 
like than those of any tormer season. 

good work of the various private musical 
clubs, and of such aposties and prophets of 
good chamber music as Carl Wolfsohn, Miss 
Agnes Ingersoll, Mr. William Lewis, etc., is be- 
ginning to produce results. The Hopekirk re- 
citals are not recitals of concert music, but are 
chamber music, pure and simple. 

It is merit enough for the Hopekirk recitals 
that they have so strenuously adhered to the 
keynote of pure musica!) enjoyment and have 
so successfully resisted the pressure in favor 
of ordinary sensational piano-playing, of which 
it is quite certain that any pianist nowadays 
has plenty within easy call. Mme. Hopekirk's 
fourth recital, next Tuesday afternoon, has the 
best program of the lot. It contains Mozart's 
Fantasia in C minor, Lisst's Transcripuon of 
On Wings of Music,“ Beethoven's Sonata Ap- 
passionata, Liszt's arrangement of the Tann- 
hiiuser March, and two ot Schubert's songs, 
the Schubert- Heller Traut,“ Liszt's “ Lore- 
lei,” a romance and vaise caprice of Kubin- 
stein, closing with Schumann's Etudes Sym- 
phoniques, that marvelously poetic work 
which contains such an endless Variety of fine 
and musical play ing. 


THE CHICAGO QUINTET CLUB. 

The concert of the Chicago Quintet Club Fri- 
day evening at Kimbali Hail was not so well 
attended as it would have been ii the evening 
bad been pieasanter. The dampness also was 
most unfavorable to the tone of the strings; 
but, in spite of everything, an enjoyable pro- 
gram was presented in au effective manner. 
The concert opened with a sonata, op. 82, tor 
piano and ‘ceilo, by Saint-Saéns. It is a pieas- 
ing work, fresh and vigorous, like most of its 
author's, and especially grateful here as af- 
fording an opportunity of studying the supe- 
rior ‘cello playing of that conscientious 
artist and musician, Mr. M. Eichheim. 
The next important selection was part ofa 
Schumann trio, op.

It is true that Bach 
was equally as great a contrapuntist as Wag- 
ner, but the imfhensity of his writing and the 
dramatic effect produced thereby, as shown in 
his St. Matthew Passion music,’ could never 
equal the effect produced by a work like ‘Die 
Meistersinger,’ if only for merely technical 
reasons, such as the absence in it of a modern 
orcbestra, which Wagner had under bis con- 
trol, and which he knew how to utilize like no 
other mortal.

TWO RAILROAD QUBSTIONS BEING AGI- 
TATED—THEB JARDINE INCIDENT—JESSE 
JAMES, IR.. IN CHURCH. 

Kansas Crryv, Mo., Jan. 16.—/Special.|}—Two 

questions are now being agitated in this city 
and attractmg much local attention. First is 
the ruinous rates established by the South- 
western Pool Association, and second, the 
evil of grain-mixing in elevators of the pool, 
Businessmen say the rates are {nfamous. 
Even the Pool Commissioners are astonish@ at 
their own success. They believe that if Kan- 
sas City can stand it the pool can, and passive 
submission under each new outrage is fol- 
lowed by another turn of the screw. 
They believe the demand for lower 
‘rates, made by a dozen representatives 
of Kansas City shippers, would be greeted by a 
prompt concession on the part of the South- 
western Pool Convention, to be hela in Chicago 
next week. The Pool COmmissioners are busi- 
ness-men, and they cannot afford to ignore a 
reasonable demand from their patrons. A 
committee has been appointed to attend the 
Chicago meeting. ‘Ine grain-mixing matter 
has stirred up much bad blood. Elevator-men 
assert that the Kansas City market is conduct- 
ed fairly and on as good business principles as 
that of either St. Louis or Chicago, and that 
the cry of fraud is only set up by a few out- 
side parties. 

Civil-Service Examiner Charles Lyman left 
last night for Washington via Chicago with a 
report of the investigation of the charges 
aguinst Postmaster Sbeily for alleged violation 
of the civil-service rules in discharging Repub- 
lican letter-carriers and substitutmg Demo- 
orats.

Grouped around Orion are several of the 
brightest conste.lations in the beavens, each 
having a first magnitude star for its leader, 

In order to assist the reader in fixing the rel- 
ative places of these constellations in us mind, 
we give in our first ilustrauon a sort of sketch 
map of that part of the heavens surrounding 
Orion. If the observer goes out between 10 
and II o'clock at nicht, at this time 
of the year, and faces the south, he will 
see the constellations here represented bich 
up in the sky, and extending from side 
to side across nearly the whole southern quar- 
ter of the beavens. Orion is readily recognized 
by the three stars forming the delt lymg, some- 
what askew, in the centre ot a parallelogram 
two of whose corners are marked by tne first 
magnitude stars Betelgeuse and Rigel. This 
belt may serve as a convenient measuring- 
stick for an observer, as it is just three degrees 
in length. Another celestial yardstick is fur- 
nished by Rigel and Betelgeuse, which are 
about eighteen degrees apart. The belt of Orion, 
as we said before, serves to point out the chief 
of all the stars, Sinus, which may 
be seen in the centre of the map at 
the bottom. The first bright star above 
Sirius, and appearing ia the left-hand side of 
the map about on a level with Orion, is 


Procyon, the leading brilliant of the smal! con- 
steliation of the Little Dog.

“of the Dog Star. It is the planet Saturn, 
which, in its great thirty-year journey 
around the sun, has now arrived in the 
midst of the splendid array of constellanons 
grouped around Orion. The observer will 
notice that Saturn is near two small stars. The 
nearest of ise Mu Geminorum, and on the 
9th of this month Saturn will beso close to the 
star that the naked eye will be unable to sepa- 
rate them. But with a telescobe a splendid 
scene will be presented—Saturn, with its broad 
rings extenaed, siowly swinging on its way, 
ana apparently almost grazing with the edge of 
its outer ring the motionless star, which is like 
a golden dot on the dial of the sky to mark the 
passage of the mighty hand of the planetary 
clock. 
AURIGA AND CAPELLA. 

Still higher, near the centre of the upper 
part of the map, is Auriga, with one first mag- 
nitude star, called Capella, another of the sec- 
ond magnitude not far trom it, and several 
small stars at some distance below. Lower 
than Auriga, and in the upper right hand part 
of the map,,facing the scattered little stars 
marking the lion's skin that Orion is supposed 
to hold in his band as a shield, is Taurus, or 
the Bull. A cluster of stars forming a V- 
shaped figure marks the head of the Bull. 
These are the Hyades. The little cluster of 
stars above and to the right of the Hyades are 


in the shoulder of the Bull, and are 
known to astronomers under the fa- 
mous name of the Pleiades. The observer 


will notice that the first magnitude stars, Rigel 
in Orion, Sirius in the great Dog, Procyon in 
the Little Dog, Castor and Pollux in the Twins, 
Capella in Auriga, and Aldebaran, the brightest 
star in the head of the Bull, mark the corners 
of an immense six-sided figure, which once reo- 
ognized can never be forgotten. Betelgeuse 
ia Orion and the planet Saturn are within this 
great hexagon, and on opposit sides of its cen- 
tre, Saturn being the uppermost, 


THK LITTLE’ DOG AND THE TWINS. 

But no one cau pretend toa knowledge of the 
stars who is not acquainted with the forms of 
the constellations. Accordingly, we give pic 
tures of those that we have named. showimg in 
what parts of them the principal stars are situ- 
ated. The bright star Procyon, in the 
Little Dog, is very interesting and rem 
because astronomers have found that it is ac 
companied by an invisible companion. This 
unseen star betrays its presence by pulling 
Procyon now this way and now that. Of course 
these motions could never be detected by the 
naked eye. But the refined instruments of 
measurement used by the astronomer enable 
him to detect them, and be is even abic to 
make a not wholly untrustworthy estimate of 
the size of this mysterious dark star and its 
distance from Procyon. The two are unques- 
tionably revolving around one another, but, as 
its companion is invisible, Procyon seems like 
some traveler of the sky staggering under a 
burden.

«Mr. Giadstone’s denial of a willingness to 
Jet Ireland secede is not even clever, as 
many of his previous evasions were. Making 
his son his mouthpiece, and then going 
back on him, was neither crafty nor funny. 
The result of this “‘tryingit on and attempt- 
ing to get an expression of popular opinion 
without committing bimseif has been a cham- 
pion failure. Gladstone has found that if you 
want the people's opinion you must ask for it 
in a straightforward manner. He has convinced 
even a large proportion of bis own party that 
to be once more in power he is willing to 
Jet the whole English race run great risks of 
revolution. He has, I fear, crushed out every 
hope of a peaceful settlement of the Irish diffi- 
culty simply to satisfy bis senile vanity. For 
this late manifesto through hig son Herbert 
has so excited the Irish that Cardinal Manning, 
writing, for once, in tolerably good English. 
bas proclaimed that, as it is now evident that 
the peaceable separation of England and Ire- 
land will soon take place, it is now time for all 
the Catholic youth in both countries to sub- 
scribe for a little newspaper in which he is in- 
terested, or at least takes an interest.

Why 
should be? He can steal an Engiish book any 
day which would **pay"’ better. Therefore the 
Americans who write books which interest but 
a imited eircie of scholars are few and far be- 
tween, and they are, in proportion to the in- 
crease of the population, becoming still fewer. 
From this point of view original and schol- 
ariy literature is actually retrogradmng 
in Ameriea. Many books which have produced 
the greatest results have wot had great sales. 
Henry Oarey’s Political Economy was the 
origin of a library of other books, but it was 
nearly thirty years before the first edition was 
Sold. Schoolcraft’s book of Indian legends, 
*Aigic Researches,” was refused by every 
publisher in America. When it at last ap- 
peared in a miserable little volume it was 
worked over by Longfellow into. Hin-

When English works on 
sii subjects are reprinted ad sold 
for a few cents, what encouragement is there 
for the American autbor to produce a work 
which will not have “a large circulation ’’? 
Very many of the works which bave a large 
circulation originate in books which cannot be 
at once popular.“ I was reminded of all 
this a few evenings ago when an American 
artist said tome: “Hanged if | can under- 
stand it. These English are all so stupid— 
they don’t show any wit or sense when a fel- 
low talks to them—and yet somehow or 
other they write all our best boos 
for us, set us the fashion in 
almost everything.” There are many publish- 
ers in England who will pubiish learned books 
if they can be only sure of getting back their 
expenses, for itis a credit and an advertise- 
ment to print works which are sure to become 
known among scholars. Of thie kind of pay- 
ment or profit very few American booksellers 
make much account. With us publishing is, 
with few exceptions, not above any other 
trade. 

There has been a consultation with the 
Liberal members of the House of Commons, 
and an immense majority,“ or wine out of 
ten, of them bave disapproved of a separate 
Parliament for Ireland.

BISMARCK AND SOCIALISM, 
Bismarck, who is the wisest and sbrewdest 
man alive in statesmanship or politics, has 
made a new move in his great game of State 
Socialism versus Communism. He has seen 
what all men should be considering now, since 
they will be forced todo so in a few years, 
that the action of capital will at no distant 
date build up an aristocracy com to 
which that of the Middle Ages was freedom it- 
self. ‘Then we shall have a bioody strife be- 
tween the rich and the poor. The only con- 
ceivable remedy for this is the economic policy 
of supplanting private industries, as they be- 
come monopolized by a few men, by State in- 
dustry. There is no reason why railways 
should not be in the hands of Government as 
well as the carrying of tne or 
telegraph. Under Bismarck’s influence 
life-insurance is also carried on by the State. 
His next move in this direction, it is said, will 
be to assure the State & monopoly in the sale, 
if not the manufacture, of ardent spirits. This 
is a business which never in any country yields 
its fair share of revenue. If the history of the 
whisky rings of America does not give proof 
that the making of spirits ought to be under 
some kind of general official control, nothing 
in this world ever can be proved. Now as for 
every industry the same number of men are 
required to produce certain results, it would 
follow from such a reform that the great mass 
of the workmen would be better paid than 
at present, with more regular and constant 
work, and that the only losers would 
be the present bosses. To those who object to 
this as tending to overcentralize government, 
we can only reply that a Republic like ours can 
no more be centralizea into a despotism than 
one end of an even balance can outweigh the 
other. It bas been stated in an American 
school-book that every boy ought to keep it 
constantly before his eyes that he is some day 
to become t. For President substitute 
Vanderbilt, and we have that insane, ubrea- 
sonable ambition which makes Mr. Excelsior 
die in the snew-storm because he cannot wave 
bis banner on the mountain-top. Until 
our National youth outgrows its Excel- 
siorism State Socialism will not be pop- 
ular. I hope that the struggle between the 
red caps of Communism and capital will not 
come off ere Brother Jonathan attains bis ma- 
jority. It is getting on rapidly—witness our 
late election in England, in which at least two 
million agricultural votes were secured by the 
promise of three acresand acow and a com- 
plete division of all the property of all the 
rich ere long among the poor. These be sig- 
nificant signs, and the danger is as great in 
America as it ie in England. We may pooh- 
pooh it as much as we please. I remember 
when everybody poob-poobed the idea of seces- 
sion, or of a war, or of the war's lasting more 
than ninesy days, and, finally, when about all 
of my respectable acquaintances pooh-poohed 
the assertion that the South would not have 
its own way. I bave seen a great many things 
pooh-poohed which nevertheless came to pass. 


THE ABSTRACT BOOKS. 


BERIOUS OBJECTIONS AGAINST THE PEND- 
ING SCHEME TO LEASE THEM. 

CHICAGO. Jan. 15.—| Editor of The Tribune. 
—Has the proposition to lease the abstract 
books now in use by the County Recorder 
been sufficiently considered by the public? The 
proposals for such a lease are now pending in 
the joint Committee of Finance and Public 


Service of the County Board, and they offer a 
rental of $3,000 or $3,500 tor the books and pa- 
pers described below and for Room No. 6 of 
the Court-House. 

A similar proposal was made about a year 
ago, when an injunction was granted ‘at the 
suit of Edwin Lee Brown, President of the 
Citizens’ Association. This injunction covered 
all the books and papers then used in furnish- 
ing abstracts except the tax and judgment in- 
dices and the letter-press copies of abstracts 
purchased from Williams & Thielke by the 
county in 1876. It was believed at the time 
the injunction was granted that no further 
attempt of the kind would be made, as 
the books restrained from lease by the injunc- 
tion were nocessary to curry on such a busi- 
ness successfully. It now appears that the 
books first named will be rendered worthless 
for that purpose if the books and papers not 
included in the decree sbould be separated and 
taken away from the others. 

To an outside looker-on it seems as though a 
successful attempt to break up the Recorder's 
abstract business in this way might be foliow- 
ed by the institution of a combined monopoly, 
which would place the general public at the 
mercy of the combination, if formed. Follow- 
ing are some of the objections to granting such 
a lease: 

1. The county cannot spare the room, which 
is needed for the ordinary business of the Re- 
corder’s office, even if no abstract dus 
uess were done. The Recorder needs 
more room instead of being circumscribed 
or cut downs, and the number of 
conveyances filed for récord increases so rap- 
idly that the greater part of this room will soon 
be needed tor recording clerks. The rent of- 
fered, too, is absolutely inadequate. Room 
6, with its spacious vault, would readily bring 
a rental of $5,000 to $6,000 a year if publicly 
offered for rent. 

2. Such a iease will, if consummated, destroy 
the present commercial value of the whole sys- 
tem of books on which the éounty bas expend- 
ed $350,000, since, if the county leases the tax 
and judgment indexes, an end is put at once 
to the ability of the Recorder to furnish ab- 
stracts, and the business immediately stops. 
The public would then have to go to private 
firms to get their abstracts, and a combination 
for the purpose of fixing charges is so natural 
that it would foliow almost as 4 matter of 
course, 

3. Any person desiring information from 
the public records can now get it, gratis, if 
competent to make the examination, or from 
the Recorder, at a very small charge. If these 
books are leased, a combined monopoly can be 
immediately estabiished, reguiating its own 
fees for any intormation required. 

4. The business of furnishing abstracts by 
the county acts as a check on overcharges by 
others engaged in the same business, the cost 
of obtaining such documents by the Recorder 
being on an average 33 per cent less than of 
those made by other parties. 

5. The abstract department ot the Record- 
er’s office bas paid a net profit of nearly $2,000 
for the last six months, and the business is 
rapidly increasing. To dispose of it by lease 
or otherwise at this time would be like throw- 
mg money away-—destroying property. 

6. Such a iease as that contemplated in the 
proposals is contrary to pubiic policy, as the 
public records should be under the immediate 
control of the county authorities, duly elected 
and qual ded for the purpose, and be at ali 
times in their possession. 

7. The objection made in some quarters that 
| there is no guarantee or responsibility for the 
accuracy of documents coming from the 
county abstract office, can be and shduld be at 
once met by taking a bond from the Recorder 
in a sufficient sum. The same objection holds 
good in any other case; it cannot be pretended 
that private houses have unimited financial 
responsibility. Civis.

“ JEFFING.” 


The Only Game of Chance Indulged 


In Exclusively by One Olass 
of Men. 


A Practice Employed by Printers to 


Decide Disputes and Harmonize 
Matters Generally. 


A Pastime of an Age as Uncertain as 
the Fortune It Brings Its 
Devotees. 


Ignorant and unthinking 
persons who bave never given 
Gan more than a passing thought 
to that ancient and respectable institution, the 
American Printer, may have conceived the 
idea that he bas no other amusement in life 
than the mutilation and bedevilment, accord- 
ing to bis own grotesque fancy, of manuscript 
intrusted to his care. Such an idea is incor- 
rect and should be suppressed. Printers, and 
more especially tbose printers who compose 
the types for a morning paper, live in a meas- 
ure aloof from the world, so that the light of 
their genius 1s too often hidden under the in- 
verted bushel of an invidious seclusion. Thus 
it is that printers, and printers only, play 
the game of “jeffing,”’ while all the world 
knows it not. Jefing is an institution 
go old that the obscure legal chestnut about 
the memory of man runnmg not to the con- 
trary is wholly inadequate to express its great 
age or the extreme moldiness and obscurity of 
its early history. There is a legend which im- 
putes its orjgin to a printing estabiisoment in 
Phoenicia; but there is little evidence in sup- 
port of that theory beyond the known faot that 
**the letters Cadmus gave had their original 
in that ence interesting seaport. Not the least 
interesting of the gusty ruins of Herculaneum 
was the remnant of what is believed to have 
been the office ot the Censor Morum, the lead- 
ing mugwump organ of that period and 
section. And in the upper storys of this ruined 
building were found the skeletons of three 
printers whose positions indicated that, at the 
time they were overtaken, they were jeffing 
for fat.“ Indeed, seven brevier quads were 
found in the ashes underneath the stone on 
which the skeletons lay. These unfortupate 
men, intent upon their game of chance, were 
oblivious not only to the dire and dusty death 
whieh overhung taem, but also to the gross 
anachronism of which they were guilty, in 
throwing quads nearly 1,500 years before print- 
ing was invented. 

In spite of this dreadful example jeffing for 
beer, and more especially jeffing for fat and 
oleaginous matter, is practiced to this day, not 
only in largeand corrupt cities, but in the rus- 
tic haunts of country editors as well. All 
printers jeff, and if one is found who says he 
does not he may be set down as an object for 
abborrent disbelief. 

And, while the subject is in hand, it may not 
be inopportune to explain to the unthinking 
majority what jeffing really is. Primar- 
ly, it ies a game of chance, based 
upon the inberent ovropenaity of all 
depraved male er pe | to gamble. The 


requirements of game are two or 
more printers and seven quads, Quads 
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are silent types — types with their eyes punched 
in and their tongues drawn out, so that they 
can stand up but can utter no intelligible 
sound. Every quad bas a nick, and some par- 
ticularly aristocratic quads have two or even 
three. The nicks are, for reasons best known 
to themselves, engraved upon only one of the 
four longitudinal surfaces of the quad. Here 

in is the element of chance. It will be seen ata 
glance that if a quad is thrown carelesly upon 

atable, the surface marked with the nick 

either will or will not come up; and, similarly, 
if seven quads are huried out with 
graceful. abandon, anywhere from seven 
to no nicks at all will be up 
turned. Seven would be a very excellent 
throw: while. on the contrary, the man who 
had bet his shoes on the other hand would in- 
evitably bruise his corns upon the curb as he 
walked bome. 

It is only in country offices that fat is 
disposed of upon this unrighteous principle. 
But even in the large estabiishments of metro- 
politan papers, where from sixty to 100 printers 
work at atime, the elemert of chance plays 
ite part in the distribution of fat or remuner- 
ative work. The most common method in- 
volves the use of a jeathern bottle and dalle 
like those used in keno-rooms. The balle are 
marked with numbers to correspond with the 
number of men employed in the office and are 
Grawn successively from the bottle and 
awarded in turn to the printers whose office 
numbers or slugs correspond with the num- 
bers on the balls. The tet is piled on top. 
and goes to the first man, and so on. 

THE GERMAN SIDE OF IT. 

One of the favorit pastimes of German com- 
positors 1% a game very similar to what is 
known among American typos as ‘'‘jeffing.’’ 
It is played with quads and is called quad- 
raeteln—a verb formed from the substantive 
quadrat, meaning square—of which the En- 
giish term “‘quads”’ is an abbreviation. The 
game is the same in principle as shaking 
dice. The players take seven quads, shake 
them in weir band, and drop them. Each play- 
er bas three throws, the same as in ordinary 
dice play for horses.“ The quads that are 
turned with the nicks or incisions upward are 
counted, and the player who bas the most wins 
the game. There are some special rules; for 
insteoce, if a quad stands upright—a very rare 
occurrence—that wins the game without fur- 
ther tbrowing. If two quads lie crossed the 
throw does not count. In Germany and Aus- 
tria the typesetters not infrequently play for 
bottles of wine, roast chickens, or 
similar delicacies, which the devil,“ 
course, has to lug up into the room. 
In this country German compositors seldom 
risk more than the drinks or the cigars on a 
game. Sometimes they play for money, and as 
the games are short one can lose a few dollars 
in a very little while. When their day's o 
night's work is nearly over, when what they ca! 
the Schur—a corruption of the French jour, 
meaning day--draws to a close the game is 
played with an interest that inoreases as the 
time for stopping work approaches. The 
devotees of the game claim that it has a great 
advantage over dice, inasmuch as there is uo 
opportnnity to use loaded quads and piay a 
dishonest game, the material for the pastime 
being picked out of any case that is handy. 

A VETERAN'S TESTIMONY. 

Mr. Robert Fergus, one of the oldest citi- 
sens and oldest printers of Chicago, learned 
bis trade in Glasgow, Scotland. He testifies 
that *jeffing”’ antedates his recollection— how 
far, he cannot say. In Scotiand, however, Mr. 
Fergus says, the game is known as “throw- 
ing." To America also does Mr. Fergus at- 
tribute the practice of “ jeffing for money or 
whisky; in the old country, he says, it is 
played only for * pnat.”’- 

ORIGIN OF THE WORD. 

According to Mr. Robert L. Gale, another 
veteran printer, and now the superintendent 
of the John B. Jeffery Printing Company, Eu- 
glish-speaking quad-manipulators are indebted 
to the French for the derivation of the term 
*“jeffing.” Its source is the French verb jeter, 
which signifies to throw, cast, sling, shoot, 
ete., and a hundred years ago the printers of 
London got hoid of the word and for a time the 
practice whereby today every possible manner 
of dispute betwixt members of the typesetting 
fraternity is settled was known as jetting.” 
Out of this term was evolved the one now in 
vogue, the precise date of the substitution of 
the fs for the t's being unknown to living Chi- 
cago printers.

THE BIG SOUTHERN CITY. 


HOW NEW ORLEANS LEVIES CONTRIBUTIONS 
FROM THE GAMBLERS—EFFECTS OF THE 
COLD WAVE—A HOMICIDE. 

NEw Onveans, La., Jan. 16.—|Special.}—In 
this city there is no law against gambling, at 
least none that can be enforced. The State 
Constitution, adopted in 1879, says: “Gambling 
is declared to be a vice, and the Genera! Assem- 
biy shall enact laws for its suppresston. The 
several Assemblies that have met since have 
done nothing of the kind. The leading gam- 
blers, however, to avoid being harassed and 
blackmailed, sent word to the Mayor some 
years ago that they were willing to contribute 
acertain sum every month to go to some 
worthy charity. The then Mayor, Shakes- 
peare, accepted the trust, and with 
the fund go received erected and supported 


untii now an almshouse which provided for 
the city’s worthy destitute. At the beginning 
of this new fear the present Mayor—Guilili- 
cotte—notified the gambiers to pay their trib- 
ute to him, and be now collects the gamblers’ 
fund, estimated at $2,500 or $3,000 a month. 
Interviewed on the subject, the Mayor declared 
that he did not intend to surrender any more 
of his prerogatives as Mayor, considering him- 
self as bonest as any body else. and that if he, as 
Chiet Executive otticer, does not collect and use 
this fund ne one else shall. He said he should 
invest it for the best interests of the city. It 
is given out on the quiet that the fund is ren- 
dered necessary on account of the proposed 
visit bere at an early day of the Mayor and 
Aldermen of Chicago, Philadelphia, and some 
other Northern cities. 

Jan. 7 the thermometer stood at 70°, and the 
myriads of flower gardens of the city were 
full of flowers and opening buas, while 
the were taking on weir 
last golden tinge. The next day tme 
coid wave came upon us, and for five 
days the people bore up under a degree of cold 
that the oldest inhabitant had no recollection 
of.

The 
cold weather was followed by an excessive 
rainfall, and, the drainage machines be- 
ing out of repair, a considerable por- 
tion of thé Third District is inundated. 
For two days the water was trozen in the bat- 
ture and in the canals in the rear of the city, 
and people crossed on the ice, a thing un- 
known for seventy years. The ice has all 
meited now, however, but huge lumps of float- 
mg ice are reported by steamboatmen in the 
Mississippi as far down as Natchez. Green- 
ville, Miss., is today the head of navigation. 
The ice extends from shore to shore at that 
point and is quite thick, 

Early this morning Lewis Pleasants and John 
Lightning, two negro ex-convicts, became in- 
volved in a quarrel in the pegro siums on 
Franklin street. During the miéiée Pleasants 
drew a large knife and plunged it into the body 
of his antagonist, striking bim below the heart. 
Ligbtning ran away, Pleasants following. The 
outery attracted the attention of the police, 
who arrested Pleasants and conveyed Lightning 
to the hospital, where his wounds were pro- 
nounced mortal.

THE GOLD-BUGS’ FRIENDS. 


THEY ARE NOW, AS HERETOFORE, “ PROM- 
INENT TREASURY OFFICIALS’’—SOME SUG- 
GESTIONS ON PAYING OFF THE NATIONAL 
DEBT. : 
CuicaGco, Jan. 15.—[ Editor of The Tribune. | 

—The Washington corresondent of your valued 

journal presents the following statement: 

A Treasury official who faithfully believes in the 
gold standard presents that case as follows: The 
premium on the 3 per cents makes them net the in- 
vestor considerably less than 3 per cent. Suppose 
by this movement they drop so that they net the 
investor 4 per cent or more. Suppose then that 
the Government wants to buy bonds for sinking- 
fund purposes, or wishes to bofrow money, how 
much will we have gained?’’ 
unsophisticated observer that if the bonds drop be- 
low par in consequence of a gold-bug conspiracy 
against them the Government will lose nothing if it 
shall wish to buy in for the sinking fund. 

This suggests other considerations pertinent 
to the present discussion as to the payment of 
our National debt. 

The first is that by a curious coincidence 
every prominent Treasury official”’ has de- 


voted much of his time and what he has been 
pleased to cail bis intellect ip efforts to sustain 
the positions assumed by the gold-bags of Wall 
street and the National bankers of the East. 

The law under which the bonds were issued 
made them payable specificaily in greenbacks. 
At the time of their issue—that is, when the 
Government was a borrower—it was the policy 
of the Government (as stated by Senator Sher- 
man in June, 1868) to depreciate the value of 
United States notes, in ordef that they might 
flow into the Treasury more freely in the pur- 
chase of our bonds.“ For many years after 
the close of the War there was little suid of the 
evils of a depreciated currency. Those were 
the years when the Government was a bor- 
rower, in its insane efforts to fund in an inter- 
est-bearing bond the non-interest-bearing 
money with which it had suppressed the Re- 
bellion. But. after the money had 
been thus funded and the Government 
became a payer instead of a borrower, the 
eminent financiers who were then, as now, 
„prominent Treasury officials,” suddenly be- 
came wonderfully anxious about the credit of 
the Government, and taxed their alleged in- 
tellects to devise means by which the bonds 
vould be made more valuable in the hands of 
the holders. One result was the Credit- 
Strengthening act of 1869, and it is a remarkable 
instance of curses coming home that the very 
men who clamored for the passage of that act 
are now protesting against its enforcement. 

There can be no intelligent argument against 
the position assumed in 1868 by John Sherman 
and Oliver P. Morton in the Senate and Thad- 
deus Stevens in the House, that the making 
thus of a new contract in favor of the bond- 
holder was a gross fraud upon the people; but 
even those who protested against the passage 
of the act in 1869, and those who by subsequent 
discussion have learned to curse where they 
formerly approved, bave a right to de- 
mand now that the onerous burden already laid 
upon the people be not still further increase 
by the efforts of prominent Treasury officials - 
in the interest of a class already too greatly 
favored. 

Tue Tutsunt has meritea the confidence of 
the wealth-producers by its course in stating 
the bearing of proposed legislation. It might 
render additional service in this r tered by 
republishing from the Congressional H of 
1868 the arguments of prominent Republicans 
against the passage of the so-called Credit- 
Strengthening act. 

And this suggests another fact, with the 


statement of which I will close. In common 


with other journals Tun TRIBUNE bas often 
spoken of the limited number of bonds now 
payable at the option ot the Government. 
These statements are made trom a failure to 
remember the fact that the Credit-Strengthen- 
ing act expressly provides that all bonds sbail 
be payable whenever the United States notes 
(greenbacks) were exchangabie at par in coin. 
Certainly no bondholder éan complain of the 
enforcement of the provisions of an act 

solely in his interest. Equally certain it is that 
no-bond-payer can be criticised for demanding 
that no new contract shall be made against his 
interest.

The Week Characterized by a Strong 
and Fairly Active Market—Prices 
Tending Upward. 


An Unexpectedly Large Demand for 
Small Lots and Houses 
Sample Sales. 


Facts About the Sale of the Springer 
Block—What the Architects Are 


Doing Notes. 


The market was strong last week and fairly 
active. A number of capitalists withdrew 


their bids on the ground that the best property. 


had advanced too much, but others stepped 
into thelr places, and complaint is still made 
that the supply of good property in the 
market is not equal to the demand, 
Dealers in small lots and houses ro- 
ported that they were doing unexpectedly 
well, There ig a steady call for that class of 
holdings which keeps them constantly em- 
ployed. There was no important change in 
the status of acres. Here and there a trade is 
made, and the tendency is towurd higher prices. 
Plans for building residences on the boule- 
vards are still a feature of the situation, and 
there is every promise of much activity there 
in the spring. The money market is steady, 
but the slight tendency towurds a rise in the 
rates is checked by a good supply. 

A. J. Cooper has bought for $5,000 the lease 
ot the land, 40x172 feet on Michigan avenue, 
south of Cary! Young’s. The lease runs for 
ninety-nine years, and its basis is 6 per cent 
on a valuaton of $382,000. Mr. Cooper bas 
been offered $10,000 for it by a man who wants 
to put a livery-stabie on the land. 

THE SALE OF THE SPRINGER BLOCK. 

The terms on which the sale of the block on 
the southwest corner of State and Randolph 
streets was made by George A. and Carrie E. 
Springer to Francis’ Bartlett of Boston are a 
good illustration of the appreciation of real s- 
tate in this city. Five years ago Mr. Springer 
would have sold the prope for $160,000 less 
than the price paid by Mr. tt, which was 
$780,000. Yet experts on inside realty consider 
that Mr. Bartlett has a good bargain, and Mr. 
Bryan Lathrop, who negotiated the trade, is 
understood to have received an offer of $300,- 
000 for the property, which he will not accept. 
The lot is of peculiar shape. Immediateiy

WHAT WEST JACKSON STREET WANTS. 

Owners of property on West Jackson street 
have been stirred up a good deal the last week 
over the passage of an order for pav- 
ing that street from Haisted to Rockwell street 
with asphalt pavement. As the street was 
macadamized about three years ago and is now 
in fair condition, they believe a good street can 
be made at less expense than with asphalt, 
which will cost about $4.25 per foot. A meet- 
ing was beld of property-owners on the street 
and a protest signed by the owners of 15,000 
feet frontage. They wish to have the ordi- 
nance referred back to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys. The owners think that as 
long as they bave to pay the bills and reside, 
most of them, on the street they should have a 
voice in the matter of pavement. A meeting 
was also held the last week to consider the 
bridge question with special reference to hav- 
ing a double bridge built the coming season at 
Jackson street. The unanimous expres- 
sion of the meetin was that the 
convenience of the ousiness of the entire 
city as well as the prosperity of the West Di- 
vision demanded a double steam bridge at this 
point at as early a day as possible. A commit- 
tee of seven, with power to add to their num- 
ber, was appointed to further the object and 
have an appropriation. made in the annual bill 
soon to be brought before the Council. There 
is now e tund.
